Lecture on Whittier. 


Mr. Edwin D. Mead of Boston, so well- 
known as a writter and lecturer on histori- 
cal subjects, relating especially to New 
England, and the editor of the New ng 
land Magazine, lectured before the Woburn 
Woman's Club on Friday, December 18th. 

Whittier was the subject of Mr. Mead’s 
paoer—a timely one, following so soon after 
the poet’s eighty-third birthday when the 
daily papers vied with each other in’ inter- 


esting articles on this honored poet and 
and philanthropist, 
Mr. Mead’s thoughts are as keen and as 


original when analyzing poetry as when 
treating of historical facts; and from this 
biographical sketch one obtained a broader 
view of the poet's work, a clearer percep- 
tion ef the circumstances of his life, and a 
deeper insight into his character, 

The lecturer gave no prosy family pedi- 
gree, but he just began with the poet him- 
self; and, without dates and philosophical 
speculations as to motives and meanings, he 
gave ascholurly review of the poet and his 
poetry The first quotation given was the 
poem Whittier wrote in 1847, which gives 
the key-note of his purposes in life, and the | 
causes in which so much of his poetry is 
written, Then followed extracts from 
Snow-Bound, The ‘Tent on the Beach, The 
Preacher, The Barefoot Boy, My Name 
sake, and My Birthday Mr. Mend de- 
scribed Whittier as essentially an American 
poet; particularly a poet of New England | 
—whose people, manners, and institutions, 
whose hills, rocks and rivers, whose woods, 
skies, and climate he reverently studied 
and wrote of with affection. To Whittier, 
the Merrimac is a river as worthy to be 
suny v4 Was the Rhine and the Tiber. 

In Whittier’s poems the human interest 
is always supreme; and his moral motive 
has the asvendency over the artistic | 

In the Preacher—the most tloished of his 
poems, is shown a *seerlike power and a 
rounded act.” Whittier was an earnest ad 
vocate of freedom and brotherhood, and 
strong are his denunciations of slavery and 
the unequal rights of men, 

He believed in labor; to him, it had a 
dignity and beauty worthy to be celebrated 
in song Whittier had not the advantages | 
of cultivated society; le was not 
bred; he had not the broadening influences 
of foreign or home travel; he did not live 
ina literary community: in reality, he was 
deprived of mach that ts to-day thought ab- 
solutely necessary to the education of a 
gentleman and a scholar, The poet was 
born with a joyous vature, and he has gone

of bis gifts and of his surroundings, and 
his opportunities, he has developed a noble

Whittier and IMmerson were closely allied 
in religious views; for ‘Quakerism and 
Transcendentalism are one.”

The prophets were 
the messengers of Jebovah to the people to 
turn them back to God that they might 
kerve Him in sincerity, and manifest the 
only living nnd true God to other nations 
hey showed Israel her sins, warned them 
of coming jidgment if impenitent, re 
minded them God’s love to them, and 
ulways pointed forward to a restoration 
and glorious kingdom, ‘The Rod or Shoot 
and Branch of Jesse is the same that was 
promised to David in I] Sam, vii, 12, 13 
He is the Son mentioned in Isa. vii, My ix, 
6,7.

2. “And the Spirit of the Lord shall rest 
upon Him, the spirit of wisdom and under 
standing, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of the fear of 
the Lord.” Here is the fullness of the Di 


vine power, + Col. i, 18; ii, 9; John iii, 
S4. He is the wisdom of God and the 
power of God (I Cor, i, 24), In these seven

the power to discern the nature of things, 
nnd the difference of things (wisdom and

Curious Colors Seen by the Eye, 

A paper on a curious but interesting 
subject has been presented to the Paris 
Academy of Sciences by M, A, 
veau. He finds that the excitation of 
the retina of one eye by colored light 
influences the optic nerves of the other 
j}eye as well, in such a r, too, 
that, while the eye acted upon. indi 
rectly sees the color, the retina actually 
excited sees the complementary color, 
Observe a white surface with 
|forashort time through a bit of col 
lored glass, then when the glass is re- 
moved the white surface appears to be 
tinted with the complementary color 
of the ylass. 

That is a comparatively well known 
fact; but what M, Chauvyeau points 
out is that if the eye first used is 
closed, and the white surface is exam- 
ined with the other, it appears to be of 
the same color the glass, That 
would appear to show that the optic 
nerves of the closed eye are acted upon 
by those of the examining eye.—Eng

At the lust meeting of the Board of 
Trustees the Librarian presented his 
nnoual report contnining a review of 
the work for the year. The following 


ure some of the statistics which may 
be of interest to to our readers:

Library 29,448 3 number of books dis- 
tributed for home use 60,238; largest 
number given out in one day, 600; 
smallest 56; an average of 206° per 
day; 940 books have been added by 
purchase, while quite a good number 
have been received by gilt, prominent 
among these is the collection of 490 
Congressional volumes presented by the 
Hon. Edward D. Hayden, This gilt 
of our townsman will increase in value 
us the years roll on as it contains the 
official records of the late war, and 
many other volumes that are not usually 
found ina public library, it will also 
serve as a pleasant reminder of Wo- 
burn’s first Congressman.

Report of the Committee on Text-books 


and Course of Study on the ques- 
tion of tntroducing Stenography 
and Typewrlting Into the 
high School. 

The Committee on ‘Text-books and 
Course of Study, to whom was referred 
the question of the introduction of 
typewriting and stenography into the 
High School, beg leave to make the 
following report: 

Your sub-committee do not propose 
in this report to consider the advisability 
of adding these studies to the High 
School curriculum, but rather to call 
attention to facts relating to the legality 


of their introduction at the present 
time, 
In Massachusetts our day schools 


and evening schools differ essentially, 


in that, while in the evening schools 
any branches of learning may be 
taught at the discretion of the com- 


mittee in accordance with Chap. 174 
of the Acts of °83, in our day schools 
the branches which may be taught are 
explicitly stated in the Public Statutes 
and no license is given committees, as 
is the case in the Statute relating to 
evening schools, to furnish instruction 
in any other branches of learning. 
When, a few years ago, it was deemed 
wise to introduce the elementary use of 
hand tools into the day schools it was 
considered necessary to amend the 
Public Statutes to that effect, which was 
done, as appears by Chap. 69 of the 
Acts of ’84. As the Public Statutes 
now stand writing, drawing, sewing 
and the elementary use of hand tools 
may be taught in the day schools but 
there is no provision made for any 
other branch of manual or industrial 
training nor for avy branch of learn- 
ing other than those enumerated in the 
Public Statutes. ‘There is no per- 
inission given to committees to furuish 
instruction in’ type-writing or sten- 
ography. In the opinion of good legal 
authorities any taxpayer might obtain 
from the Court an injunction against a 
School Board restraining them from 
introducing into the schools any branch 
of study for which provision had not 
already been made by law. 

The only way in which typewriting 
and stenography could legally be in- 


troduced into our High School would 
be by calling them forms of writing 


and claiming that the word “writing” 
in the Public Statutes would cover these 
studies—a claim certainly wholly con- 
trary to the intent of the Statute and 
unlikely to be sustained by the Courts. 

In our evening school, as stated 
above, we have a little more freedom 
in the matter for there we can furnish 
instruction ip ‘such other branches of 
learning as the School Committee shall 
deem expedient.” But shall we say of 
typewriting, ut least, that it is a 
‘branch of learning?” If uot, under 
what cover shall we teach it? 

Certainly the tendency of the times | 
is strongly towards all forms of free 
industrial education and your sub- 
committee, together, we believe, with 
every other member of this Board, are 
heartily in sympathy with the move- 
ment. Butitis not a matter where | 
School Boards can take the initiative. | 
We are fettered by the Public Statutes. 
Our remedy is in public legislation. 
That remedy, we believe, is vear at 
hand. The whole matter is already | 
under investigation by legislative au- | 
thority. Gov. Russell, whose interest 
in industrial education is well known, 
made the following recommendation in 
his inaugural address last January. He 
said: ‘In my judgment, industrial 
education and manual training have | 
been so successful where tried, and are 
of such practical benefit, that I recom- 
mend to your favorable consideration 
their adoption as part of the system otf 
instruction in our public schools.” 

Doubtless, in consequence of tis 
recommendation, and of popular inter- 
est in the subject, the Committee on 
Education of the lust Legislature offered 
the following which was 
adopted and approved by the Governor, | 
June 9th- 

** Resolved, That the Governor appoint | 
& commission to consist of three per- | 
sons who are hereby instructed to in-| 
vestigate the exis ting sy stems of manual 
training and industrial education with | 
special the question 
whether any existing system of manual 
training ov industrial education or any 
modification thereof can be adopted 
with advantage in any of the public | 
schools of this Commonwealth. ‘The 
Commission herein provided for * * * | 
shall report the result of their investi- 
gations with such recommendations as 
may seem best to them to the next 
General Court.” (See Chap. 106, 
Acts of ’91.) 

This Commission, consisting of Mrs 
Louisa P. Hopkins, Mr. E. P. Seaver, 
and Mr. Georgel). McNeill, of Boston, 
was appointed by the Governor in July 
last aud, as provided for by the Re- 
solve, will report the results of their 
investigation to the next Legislature. |

More About the Family of Winn 
Wales. 
View or THE VILLAGE CnurcH IN 
Ruanon, Nortru WALES, DRAWN BY 
S. W. Asnorr, AuGust, 1891. 


Dr. Samuel W. Abbott, formerly of 
Woburn, vow of Wakefield, has sent 
to the undersigned a drawing of the 
village church in) Ruabon, North 
Wales, which we may confidently as-| 
sure ourselves is the anecesiral home of 
the Winn family of Woburn in the 
old country, or intimately connected 
therewith. Jtis the intention to de- 
posit this picture with the archives of 
Woburn Public Library as an interest- 
ing contribution to the subject of the 
history of the family of Winn. The 
public has read with interest the arti- 
eles which Dr. Abbott has already 
printed in this paper concerning his 
visit to this ancient section of Great 
Britain in the summer of 1890, and 
hopes to hear still further from him in 
this direction. 

In a communication received with 
the picture he says; ‘The enclosed is 
a very rude sketch of the village church 
in Ruabon, North Wales. ‘This is the 
chureh in which the family of Sir 
Watkin Williams Wynn and his ances- 
tors have worshipped for centuries. It 
is quite an old church, probably seven 
or eight centuries, but parts of it have 
been rebuilt; a little churchyard sur-| 
rounds it. ‘The rear end of the church 
faces the street, and directly across the 
street from the gate is the Wynnstay 
Arms Hotel, an old-style country inn at 
which | spent a very comfortable njght 
Jast August. Inside the church are 
some monuments of the Wynu family, 
and some curious inscriptions in Welsh 
upon the wall, which were obliterated 
for many years, but have recently been | 
restored. ‘The street toward the left 
leads to the railway station, and just 
at the right of the hotel is the village 
school-house. Facing the hotel and 
the side of the church is the entrance 
of Wyunstey Park, a tract of about 
2.000 acres. Below the echureh, and 
at the left, runs a small stream, a trib- 
utary of the river Dee. About a half 
mile to the left, and near the railway is 
the entrance of one of the largest coal 
mines in Wales. 

A work in the Woburn 
Library, entitled, **Vhe Beauties of 
England and Wales: or Delineations, | 
‘Topographical, Historical and Descrip- 
tive,” Vol. XVII, Part I (London, 
1812), gives an account of the village 
of Ruabon, and says, that ‘The 
church worthy every traveller's 
notice, from the neat order in which it 
is kept, and as containing monuments 
that surprise, because the varied dis- 
play of the sculptor’s art, the ‘storied 
trp and animated bust,’ not ex- 
pected to be found in a remote country 
NANA SNROStIIB Es 9 ty use sy tieiaita es 
Several handsome monuments are com- 
memoratiye of the families of Williams 
40d Wynn; amoug which one on the 
yorth side of the church is peculiarly 
worthy of attentive observation.

As most of the verses in this lesson are 
too long to quote in full in these brief 
notes | must bey the reader to peruse with 
Bible in band, as should always be done, 
otherwise lesson helps may become a snare

1 “Woe to the crown of pride, to the 
drunkards of Hphraim, * “ * overcome 
with wine.” ‘This is a lesson of warning 
to the sensuous, self indulgent unbelievers 
in Israel—a curse pronounced upon them 
instead of the blessing which might have 
been theirs had they only “veen willing and 
obedient (Isa. t, 1, 20), Observe how this 
and the next three chapters begins with 
“Woel’ then “Behold a righteous king” 
(xxxii, 1); another woe, a judgment, and 
then the kingdom comes (xxxy, 1-10) 

2, “Behold the Lofd hath a mighty and 
strong one, who shall cast down to the 
earth with the hand.” Read verses 16, 17 
and see what the mighty and strong one 
might have been to them had they built 
upon Him, but what He will be because of 
their sin 

8. “The crown of pride, the drunkards of 
Ephraim, shall be trodden under feet.’ 
Nations and individuals choose their own 
destiny, If willing now to tind their joy 
in God and in His will, proving that His 
love is better than wine (Cant. i, 2) then 
ali the joys of His kingdom shall be theirs, 
butif they prefer the joys of the vine of 
the earth, they must expect to suffer the 
wrath of God Rey. xiv, 18, 19. 

4. “And the glorious beauty which is on 
the head of the fat valley shall bea fading 
flower.” * * * The terraced and luxu 
riantly fruitful hills of Samaria are a 
symbol of excessive worldly luxuriance 
and pleasure. Israel was placed ip a land 
flowing with milk and honey that she 
might glorify God as the author and giver 
of every gift she enjoyed; but when she en 
joyed her luxuries and forgot God she only 
wrought sorrow for herself, discarding an 
eternal for a present joy which proved only 
a fading flower 

5. “In that day shall the Lord of Hosts 
be for a crown of glory, and for a diadem 
of beauty, unto the residue of His people,’ 
Unto the rempant who shall left after 
the judgments have fallen God shall be an 
eternal excellency, ‘They are spoken of as 
butathird part of the nation, but they 
shall be His people and He will be their 
God, (Zech xiii Not only shall He be 
their crown of wlory, but they shall be His 
crown of glory, and aroyal diadem in His 
hand (Isa.

7. “But they have erred through 
wine, and through strong drink are out of 
the way. ‘They err in vision they stumble 
in judgment."” And these were the priests 
and prophe ts Who should have led the peo 
ple in the right way. There is a wisdom 
of this world which intoxicates and blinds 
people to the truth of God, many teachers 
and preachers thus err and stumble now 
adays und multitudes are led astray by 
them, ‘Test all oy Isa viii, 20, R. V. 

8 “For all tables are full of vomit and 
filthiness, so that there is no place clean,” 
As disgusting and abominable as such re 
sults of drunkenness are, so is all spiritual 
uncleanness and unholiness in the sight of 
God, Asa relined and temperate person 
abhors the company of the drunken and 
profane, we may in some small measure 
imagine Low loathsome to God must be the 
worldly and pleasure loving who bear His 
name, He says He will spew them out of 
His mouth (Rey. ili, 16). 

9 “Whom shall He teach knowledge? 
and whom shall He make to understand 
doctrine? them that are weaned froin the 
milk and awh from the breasts,” This 
may be the sneer of the drunkards at the 
prophet, whom they think talks to them 
as if they were children, Or it may be the 
Spirit of the Lord seeking such as He may 
guide into the truth If the latter, we 
cannot help thinking of Paul's difficulty 
with some believers (see I Cor, fii, 1, 2, 
Heb. v, 2-14), and praying that we may 
not be babes like them, but able to eat 
some strong uivab 

10, “For precept nust be upon precept, 
precept upon precept; line upon line, line 
upon line; here a little and there a little,’ 
So blind are we to spiritual things, and so 
slow to learn that we must have the sane 
truths repeated over and over again. Thus 
the Svviour taught, and 80 we must teach 
also, with paticuce and perseverance and 
loving kindness, relying upon the Spirit to 
make us “apt to teach” (IL Pim, ti, 24), 

IL, “For with stamimering lips and an- 
other tongue will Hespeuk to this people,” 
As they stammer in their drunkenness, so 
He will speak to them by those who in 
thelr estimation are stammerers, Paul 
wus considered by some to be, as to his 
bodily presence, weak, and as to his speech 
contemptible (AL Cor, x, 10), Bo also were 
the prophets despised and hated because of 
the message they carried (Jer, xi, 19; xx, 8). 

12, “Vo whom He said, This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary Lo rest; 
and this is the refreshing. Yet they would 
not hear.” He would give them rest and 
fulliiess of joy, but His word was to them

and they would not hear, In quietness 
and confidence might they live if they 
would only retarn to and restin Him; but 
they world not (Isa, xxx, 15) Soalso did 
Jesus complain of them, 

18. “But the word of the Lord was unto 
them precept upon precept * * * that 
they might yo, and fall backward and be 
broken and snared and taken.” The same 
Gospel gives life and causes death, gives 
blessing or cursing, joy or sorrow—the 
first if received, the last if rejected (II 
Cor. fi, 15, 165 Math. xiii, 14, 15, Isa, vi, 0, 
10). Let all who live only for the present, 
and are thus intemperate, whether given 
to wine or not, take heed to this warning, 
hear the word of the Lord and learn to de 
light in Him, 

But we might also ask, Is it not as plain 
ly written that “Except a man be born 
from above he cannot see the kingdom of 
God” (John tii, 8), and yet multitudes of 
church goers and ehuvech members who 
know nothing of the new birth are vainly 
dreaming of safety and of peace, It is 
written that without shedding of blood 
there is no remission, for it is the blood 
that maketh atonement for the soul (Heb, 
ix, 22; Lev, xvii, 11), and yet many will 
not hear of the blood of atonement, but 
vainly think to reach heaven without it. 
Let all such remember that the coming 
storm will sweep away the refuge of lies

The contracts, which were entirely 
satisfactory to all concerned, were vir- 
tually closed and the Electric Light 
Company of this city will at once pre- 
pare to meet the large addition to their 
works demanced by the new business. 

Now let the Woburn City Govern- 
ment promptly grant the applications of 
the Street Railroad for permission to 
mike such changes in their ruoning 
arrangements as the adoption of the 
vew motor may demand, which on the 
part of the Hust Middlesex Co. are 
already before the Council; let the 
people encourage this change and im- 
provement by the Railroads all they can 
and in all legitimate ways; let all give 
countenance to the new move and 
try to help it along; and early next 
summer street cars on the two lines 
named will be propelled by electricity 
and both Woburn and the Companies 
will be immensely benefitted thereby. 

And does not this enterprise open 
up a field for the Board of Trade to do 
something for the benefit of our city of 
a practical nature? ‘This should have 
their hearty individual and organized 
support, and no doubt it will have. 


THERE MUST BE HARMONY. 


For several years there has been 
more less friction in the Woburn Fire 
Department. At no period in the last 
10 years has entire harmony been uni- 
versal in it or when cordial relations 
between officers and men had no ex- 
ceptions. 

There has been too much parti au 
work dove in the Department and if 
partisanism is uot eliminated from it 
its efficiency us a protector of property 
from destruction by fire will soon be 
reduced to a minus quantity. 

In no Department of the city govern- 
ment are cordial feelings more essential, 
and if they cannot be brought about in 
any other way, then abolish the whole 
thing and begin over again. Property

There are no one-sided quarrels, and 
the cause of the present friction in the 
Fire Department may as confidently be 
sought in one quarter as wnother, But 
what the citizens want is protection and 
for it they look to those who have the 
management of our public affairs. If 
these fail them then ‘try, try again.”

To tie BEprror THE JOURNAL 
The spirit of liberality and progress 
Which is supposed to be the guiding one 
of all institutions intended for the cul 
tivation and improvement of the public, 
is evidently uot recognized in one of our 
best and largest establishments of that 
kind; the one to which Woburn is ace 
customed to point with a just and 
reasonable pride, We refer to the 
Public Library. Comparing its methods 
and rules with those of other libraries 
(even though less pretentious) it would 
seem that our justitution is not a little 
deficient in several points, ‘The prin- 
cipal defect, to our mind, is that of the 
catalogues. ‘The necessions of books 
are entered promiscuously into a num- 
ber of pamphlets, which are issued each 
year; these pamphlets are, from time 
to time, bound into larger volumes, but 
the classification is neither altered por 
improved, In order to find a book, 


or 


numerous bulletins, before the desired 
voluine can be discovered. ‘This in- 
volves au expenditure of time and labor 
which detracts materially from the 
pleasant anticipations of a literary trent. 
And not unfrequently it happens that 
the would-be student gives up the search 
in despair. There is no fault to be 
found with the reading material con- 
tained in the building. ‘The trouble is 
in the inability to pat one’s hand upoo 
the desired book. It is not to be sup- 
posed that poverty prevents the ‘TTrus- 
tees of the library from the accomplish- 
ment of this most necessary improve- 
ment. 

The system of cataloguéing to be 
preferred is that including, first, a list 
of authors’ names, followed by their 
books in order of publication ; second, 
« classified list of books together with 
names the nuthors; and third, a 
collection of subjects, together with the 
titles of those volumes wherein the sub- 
jects are treated, 

All this would of course 
a considerable outliy of time 
money, but it would seem that the 
gratitude of our reading public would 
be ad ample compensation.

Rey. Arthur Soverance Fiske. 


BY REV. A. 8S. FISKE. 


[Che following eloquent and touching 
tribute to the life and character of Rev. 
Arthur S. Fiske will be read with peculiar 
intereal by those who were associated with 
him in sehool life in Woburn and also by 
many others in our city who well remember 
his beautiful face and pleasant manners. 
He was the step-son of the Rev. Mr. Kelsey, 
pastor of the first Congregational church 
just prior to Dr. March's pastorate. His 
mother, highly respected and esteemed by 
all who know her, will have the heartfelt 
sympathy of her friends here in the irre 
parable loss which she has suffered. 

Irnaca, N. Y. 

A very touching service was that in one 
of the most exquisite valleys of Western 
Massachusetts last week, in the cemetery at 
Shelburne Falls. It was the burial of the 
young man of twenty-nine, wliose name is 
at the head of this article. He was a 
graduate of Amherst College, of Hartford 
‘Theological Seminary, and tor four years a 
student of the dead and living languages of 
the Orient at the University of Berlin. He 
held the fellowship of the [artford Semi- 
nary, which gave him two years of study 
abroad, and was, on the completion of his 
special studies, to occupy a chair in the 
Faculty of that Seminary. He was a 
brilliant and most thorough scholar; had 
been doing his work for the last year in 
fifteen languages besides his native tongue, 
and had won the admiration of his pro- 
fessors and of the few tellow-students who 
were in courses so kindred to his own, as 


to know his remarkable work. He was 
beautiful in face and presence, moat win- 
some in address, extremely youthful in 


Appearance, an enthusiast in Christian work 
asinstudy. Te was an artist in soul, as 
well as with pencil, pen, and brush; a 
student of architecture, a keen naturalist, 
proficient especially in ornithology. Inthe 
vacations of his theological course, he bad 
won an enviable reputation as writer, 
speaker, and preacher, and important} 
pulpits had been open for his pastoral| 
Charge. He turned, however, from all such 
offera, in his zeal for the highest Christian 
scholarship. The Hebrew Bible, with all 
the Orientalism in customs, latyuage, 
literature, and monuments, which should 
interpret and illustrate it, was his chosen 
fleld. By special advanced studies, in the 
Seminary, and by bis subsequent years of 
work abroad, he had become signally 
equipped for these lines of instraction. 

But his enthusiasm and devotion were 
too great for his physical powers. On the 
11th of October he fell asleep in Jesus, at 
Meran in the Tyrol, full of Christ’s peace 
“T have made a hard fight for it, but in 
vain,” hesaid. His mother had been cabled 
and had come, and with a little group of 
American friends, was by his side during 
the last weeks of his life’s evening. The 
Romish authorities took possession of his 
body afew hours after his death, and laid 
itbefore the high altar of the chureh, with 
crucifix and burning candles for thirty-six 
hours, and then surrendered it to the 
mother and the Government courier for 
transportation to the seaboard and embarka- 
tion for America; and so we could lay him, 
ae we did that autumnal day up there in 
God's acre, beside his father, Mr. Samuel 
Fiske (“Dunn Browne”), who died a 
patriot’s death at Predericksburg, in 1864 

The simple burial service was conducted 
by his closest kinsmen, amid a little circle 
of the best beloved, in a wild storm of wind | 
and rain, All the surroundings of time and 
place, the opened grave, the monuments of 
dead kindred, the black sky, the wild, 
roaring winds, the swift, slanting rainfall, 
the wrestling tree tops} the perturbed earth, 
contrasted strongly with the quiet of him in 
the casket, and the holy restin which he 
was abiding with God. So we laid away 
this young Christian scholar in the long 
sleep, and laid the awful mystery of the 
divine dealing among the things now in- 
ecrutable, into which we shall see more 
clearly by-and-by, and then took that ‘tawful 
leisure to regulate oyr faith.” 

‘The following lines by a near kinawoman 
and familiar contributor to The Bvangelist, 
may fitly close the slight tribute to one 
whose heart was full of sweetness, whose 
gracious bearings won all love of him, 
whose beginnings of great work were full 
of the promise of singularly valuable 
service to the Church and sacred learning, 
and whose departure out of this world 
makes life here seem cheaper for many, and 
life over yonder the dearer and the more to 
be longed for; 


Hyave, gracious, giffed, bent to purpose high, 

On thy fair cheek was early manhood's glow, 
du thy clear eyes light, on the stainless brow

Text of the axxvil, 14-21, 
33-38—Memory Verses, 15-17—Golden 
Text, Ps.

14. “And Uezekiah received the letter, 
and spread it beforethe Lord.” Just the 
right thing to do with all difficulties if you 
would bave peace (Ps. lv, 22; 1 Pet. v, 7; 
Phil. iv, 6,7, Mark vi, 80). The king of 
Assyria was besieging Jerusalem; blasphe- 
mous letters were sent from one of his 
generals to Hezekiah, and this is what 
Hezekiah did under these circumstances. 
The first part of the lesson gives Heze 
kiah’s prayer, and the last, the Lord’s 
answer in word and deed. To understand 
fully read from chapter xxxvi, 1, and also 
the parallel accounts in [1 Kings xviii, xix; 
II Chron. ii. 

15. “And Hezekiah prayed unto the 
Lord, saying: In il Chron. xxxii, 20, it 
is written that Isaiah, the prophet, joined 
him in this prayer. They did not know 
Math. xviii, 19, but they acted as if they 
did. 

16. “O Lord of hosts, God of Israel, that 
dwellest between the cherubim, thou art 
the God, even thou alone of all the king 
doms of the earth; Thou hast made heaven 
and earth.” ‘The hosts of Assyria are 
aguinst him, so he appeals to the Lord of 
all hosts, for he controlleth all in heaven 
and on earth. 

17. “Incline thine ear, O Lord, and hear, 
open thine eyes, O Lord, and see; and hear 
all the words of Sennacherib, which hath 
sent to reproach the living God,” The first 
part of this verse is very likea partof Dan- 
iel’s prayer (Dan. ix, 18) and reminds us of 
oft repeated petitions in Solomon’s prayer 
(I Kings viii, 29, 80, ete.). The last part 
makes us think of David’s words concern- 
ing Goliah (I Sam. xvii, 26-45), and teaches 
us how to look upon all enemies for 
Christ’s sake and how to deal with them. 

18. “Of a truth, Lord, the kings of As 
syria have laid waste all the nations and 
their countries.” Hezekiah cails attention 
toa part of the letter (verse 11) which he 
acknowledges to be true, and confesses 
that the Assyrians had much power over 
some nations, but that was no reason why 
Israel should fall before them, for Israel 
had protection which no other nation had, 
though the Assyrians were ignorant of it. 
There is no occasion for any child of God 
ever to be afraid of anything or any one, 

19. “And have cast their gods into the 
fire, for they were no gods.” Idols of wood 
andstone which their own hands had made 
could never help them. We think it 
strange to sce people put any reliunce upon 
such vanities, but how much better are 
those who rely upon silver or gold or the 
power or wisdom of man instead of upon 
the Creator of all things? 

20. ‘Now, therefore, O Lord our God, 
save us from bis hand, that all the king 
doms of the earth may know that Thou 
artthe Lord, even Thou only.” Deliver 
ance isusked for that God may be glori 
fied, and such prayer for such an end is 
sure of av answer (John xiv, 18), God re 
deemed Israel and led them by his hand 
to make his name known in the earth 
among all nations (11 Sam. vii, 28; Isa, Lxiii, 
12, 14). ‘The great business of every be 
liever is to manifest Jesus in these mortal 
bodies (11 Cor. iv, 11). 

21, ‘Then Isaiah, the son of Amoz, sent 
unto Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Whereas thou hast 
prayed to me,” etc. Immediately the an- 
swer comes by the mouth of God's servant 
Isniab, for this prayer needed an immedi 
ate answer 

88, **Vherefore thus saith the Lord con- 
cerning the King of Assyria, He shall not 
come into this city.” Great is Jehovah. 
He doeth according to His will in the 
armies of heaven and among the inhabit- 
ants of earth, and none can stay His hand 
(Dan, fy, 85). When He speaks, it is done. 
When He says, “Hitherto shalt thou come, 
but no farther,” that settles it (Ps, xxxili, 
9; Job xxxvili, 11), 

B4. “By the way that he came, by the 
same shall he return, and shall not come 
into this city, saith the Lord.” All his 
labor would be for nothing and great 
would be his loss. How much time and 
strength and money is wasted in fighting 
against God 

35. “lor | will defend this clty to save it 
for mine own sake and for my servant 
David's sake.” Not for His people’s suke, 
nor for the sake of the king or the prophet, 
but for His own sake and because of the 
covenant made with David (11 Sam, vii, 
20, 21; Ezek. xxxvi, 22). See what He does 
for every believer for His own and His 
Son's sake (Inu. xliii, 25; | John ii, 12), and 
let ‘For Jesus’ sake” be a great motto in 
our lives 

86, Then the angel of the Lord went 
forth and smote in the camp of the Assy: 
rians § 185,000,"" Angels are ministering 
spirits who delight to do His will, Two of 
them led Lot und his family out of Sodom;

Read in Job xxxiii, 
14-90, how He seeks to deliver the sinner 
from the wrath to come; and notice es 
pecially verses 20, 80, ‘So all these things 
worketh God oftentimes with man, to 
bring back tire soul from the pit to be en 
lightened with the light of the living.” 
Notice also that the awful judgments re 
corded in Revelations as yet to come upon 
men have for their end that men may re 
pent, In one we read of men on earth be 
ing given a taste of the toriments of hell if 
perchance they may turn to God and escape 
eternal torment (Rev. ix, 20, 21; xvi, 9, 11). 
We love to contemplate the love and long 
suffering of God, but we must also remem: 
ber that “He that being often reproved 
bardeneth his neck shall suddenly be de- 
atroyed, and that without remedy” 
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The Care of a Lamp. 

To lessen the chance of accident from 
explosion of a lamp, trim the wick of 
the lamp daily. When burned for sev- 
eral evenings without trimming, the 
wick becomes black, clogged and in- 
capable of supplying the oil clearly and 
uniformly, and the cliimneys are some- 
times filled with flame and smoke, to 
every one’s alarm. Some explosions 
would be prevented by not blowing 
down the chimney to put the lamp 
out, for the wick sometimes happens to 
be a little too small, and leaves room 
enough to allow the flame to be driven 
down into the oil. The safest way to 
put out a lamp is to turn the thuimb- 
screw until the wick goes down past 
the top of the burner. It will then go 
out of itself.—Detroit Free Press,

GONE AT LAST. 

To record the death of Hon. Charles 
F. Loring of Melrose Highlands is a 
painful duty. He died about noon on 
last Tuesday after a protracted and 
very severe illness during which his 
life was often dispaired af. 

At last November election Mr. Lor- 
ing was chosen a member of the Gov- 
ernor’s Council for this (6th) Coun- 
cillor District and attended the polls at 
Melrose on that day. On reaching his 
residence he was taken down with a 
ssvere attack of rheumatism which re- 
sulted in embolism after some weeks of 
severe suffering. ‘Tu save his life one 
of his legs was amputated and it was 
as much as ever that he survived the 
operation. 

Heart troubles soon set in and for 
weeks the deceased hus been hovering 
between life and death. But for his 
iron constitution and indomitable will 
he would probably have died long ere 
this time. 

Mr. Loring was promiuent Boston 
lawyer; a genial companion; a true 
friend; and a gentleman who com- 
manded the respect of all. He was 
about 40 yeurs old and leaves a wife, 
two children and a large circle of 
friends to deeply mourn his early death. 


NO WAR WITH CHILI. 

As the public are well aware, the 
JouRNAL has iusisted from the start 
that po war would grow out of the 
present quarrel between the United 
States and Chili. We have beea fully 
pursuaded all along that the differences 
between them would be brought to a 
peaceful conclusion although nearly all 
the leading pupers in the country were 
talking strongly the other way.

Senator and ex-Governor Hill of 
New York, who is a rival of Grover 
Cleveland's for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for the Presidency, has secured 
the New York delegation which will 
give him a firstclass rating before the 
National convention and probably re- 
sult in his uomination. 

This signal success of Hill’s in the 
Empire State has, it is said, driven 
Cleveland from the field in an unhappy 
frame of mind. 

Hill’s recent brilliant exploit in steal- 
ing the New York Senate from the 
Republicans has strengthened — his 
chances for the Democratic Presidential 
nomination very much. Among the 
Democrats in Congress he is the hero 
of the hour.

1. “Who hath believed our report?) And 
to whom is the arm of the Lord revealed?” 
bome one hus said that this section, chap 
ter lii, 13 to lili, 12, reads as if written be- 
neath the cross on Golgotha. It is the un- 
raveling of Psalms xxii and cx; and is the 
most central, deepest and loftiest portion 
of Old ‘Testament prophecy. From the 
first intimation of a Deliverer (Gen. iii, 15) 
onward, Fle is repeatedly foretold as a suf- 
fering Saviour (Luke xxiv, 26), but here 
we have the most complete description of 
His sullerings in the whole Old ‘lesta- 
ment, 

2. “He hath no form nor comeliness; and 
when we shall see Him, there is no beauty 
that we should desire Him.” Like the 
tabernacle in the wilderness, there was no 
outward beauty to the surrounding na- 
tions, but Israel could tell of the holy 
place, and the holy of holies, with vessels 
of pure gold, and the glory of God between 
the cherubim, ‘To the unsaved Jesus is 
still unattractive, while they eagerly fol 
low the attractions of the world, the tlesh 
and the devil 

3. “He is despised and rejected of men, 
a man of sorrows and acquainted with 
grief.”

Read this verse with ‘my” 
instead of “our in the first three clauses, 
and read “1 any’ instead of “we are” in the 
fourth clatse, and with all your heart 
thank Him that it is so 

6, “All we, like sheep, have gone astray, 
we have turned every one to his own way; 
and the Lord hath laid on Him the iniquity 
of us all.’’ Many readily believe the first 
two clauses, but how few receive the last. 

7. “He brought as a lamb to the 
slaughter, «ud as asheep before her shear 
ers is dumb, so He openeth not his mouth.” 
Shorn of comfort, bonor, good uname, life, 
a lamb led out to die, see how He was op 
pressed and afflicted, and still let your 
heart suy, “All for me?” When He suffer

Heshall prolong His days, and the 
pleasure of the Lord shall prosper in His 
hand,” Not only His sufferings, death and 
burial, but also His resurrection is here re 
corded; for how could one’s days be pro- 
longed who was dead and buried except 
by resurrection, See the same great truth 
in Ps, xvi, 5-11; Acts ii, 25-31, Observe in 
the first sentence of this verse from 
whence came His greatest sufferings. Al 
though the sinless one, He became our sin 
offeriug, and our sins being laid on Him, 
God spared not His own Son, The wrath 
of God aguinat sin fell on him,

Not only His 
resurrection, but His future glory clearly 
foretold. He shall in due time see the full 
result of all His sufferings and He shall 
be satisfied. ‘This is all clear to Him, and 
He is not discouraged by things as they 
have been or ure now, for He is sure of 
final triumph (Num, xiv, 21; Rey. xi, 15).

plain it away. Hold to the very words of 
the Scriptures in their very simplest sig 
nificance and die for them if need be, Re 
member those who overcame by the blood of 
the lamb,and by the word of their testimony 
and loved not their lives unto the death 
(Rey. xii, 11). A truth we are not willing 
to suffer for wedo not think very much 
of. He poured out His soul unto death 
for us, willing to be counted a transgres 
sor and die under a false accusation, If we 
are filled with His great spirit,suffering will 
not terrify us; if only we may glorify Him, 
and have « little partin the fellowship of 
His sufferings (Phil. 1, 20, 20; iii, 10). 


His Picture in a Snake's Eye. 

A remarkable snake story is told by 
a resident ef Clarion. <A farmer who 
lived near Clarion was mowing ina 
field when he was attacked by a white 
snake fully ten feet in length. The 
reptile coiled itself around the farmer's 
waist and gazed fixedly in his face, evi- 
dently trying to charm him. Shaking 
off the dizzy feeling caused by the 
snake's hypnotic gaze, the farmer cut 
it to pieces with his scythe, and then, 
exhausted with fright and overexertion, 
sank to the ground. The head of the 
snake, with a portion of the body, lay 
near him, and the odor caused him to 
pick it up. He found it was an albino 
snake. 

The peculiar formation of the snake's 
eyes caused him to examine thei close- 
ly, and he discovered a perfect repro- 
duction of his face photographed in 
the centre of the eye. He brought the 
snake to town, where it was photo- 
graphed and preserved in alcohol. 
The negative taken by the photogra- 
pher shows the snake's eye with the 
farmer's face as clearly as if taken with 
a camera.—Butler (Pa.)

What It Costs Rich People to Live. 

Mr. Ward McAllister undertakes to 
tell what it costs to live in upper ten- 
dom, His figures are rather startling.

THE COMMON COUNCIL, 


The regular meeting of the Common | 
Council was held last Thursday even- | 
ing. Councilman Bowers presided. | 
An order was adopted incrensing the 
salary of the Clerk of Comuinittees 
$100.——The «annual reports of the 
Assessors, Water Commissioners, 
Cemetery Commissioners, Auditor, 
Solicitor, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, and Sinking Fund Com- 
nissioners were received and ordered 
printed.———-A__ petition was received 
from John B. Davis and 20 others, 
asking that Middle street, between 
Valley and New Boston streets, be 
widened and straightened. 

Edward Simonds was chosen City 
Messenger unauimously. 

Au order was passed that the Presi- 
dent and three members of the Council 
appointed by the President, prepare a 
programme for the 250th anuniversury, 
aud the same Committee to be author- 
ized and instructed to report to a full 
committee of the City Council, anda 
body of 100 citizens invited by the 
Mayor, and said Committee and citizens 
to have full power to carry out the 
programme. 

When the order of the Aldermen 
asking that the Mayor be authorized to 
petition the Legislature for the passage 
of an act to authorize the City Council 
to appropriate a sum not exceeding 
7,500 for the purpose of celebrating 
the 250th anniversary. Councilman 
Meagher thought it uot right to take 
money from the City ‘Treasury. 

Councilman Kelley of Ward 7 offered 
the following order: 

‘That the Mayor be, and is, hereby 
authorized, on behalf of the city of 
Woburn, to petition the General Court, 
now in session, for the passage of an 
act authorizing the City Government 
to exempt from taxation, for the term 
of 10 years, any and all manufacturing 
establishments that shall be established 
and maintained within our city limits 
during the next five years, provided 
that such manufacturing establishment 
shall give employment to 50 or more 
hands.”———The order was passed 
unanimously. 

A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held lust ‘Thursday 
evening, when Barnabas Richardson 
was chosen a grand juror, and J. 
Howard Nason a travers juror. The 
salary of the Clerk of Committees was 
increased $100.

More About the Woburn 
Library. 


Public 


To tik Eprrore or tie Wonors 
Journnan:—The request of Reader in 
last week's JOURNAL for an improved 
aystem of catalogueing in our Woburn 
Public Library seems to ine reasonable 
and therefore entitled to consideration 
by the Trustees of that publie institu- 
tion. 

The bulletins which are issued an- 
vually are all right as far as they go, 
and the 1891 bulletin is especially well 
arranged and indexed for consultation. 
But these bulletins, however well pre- 
pared, are notenough. No one should 
be compelled to refer to a dozen or 
more bulletins—to say nothing of the 
original Class List, so-called. contain- 
ing the titles of about 16,000 volumes, 
with no author index whatever—to as- 


certain where, if at all, a certain book, 
or books relating to a certain subject, 
are to be found. Nor should the time 
of the Librarian or his assistants be 
taken up, 48 is sometimes the case at 
present, in leading a searching expedi- 
tion for the discovery of the existence, 
or von-existence, in the library, of 
volumes which the reader may desire 
to consult. 

What is most needed at the present 
time is a card catalogue, made up sub- 
stantially as indicated by your corres- 
pondent Reader, nud accessible to the 
public. Such catilogues are to be 
fonad in other public libraries, and 
when ouce completed, can, with very 
little labor and expense, always be 
kept complete by the insertion of new 
cards as fast as new books are added to 
the library. There isa card catalogue at 
present which includes all books added 
to the library since 1880. It is possi- 
ble that this catalogue, which is kept 
behind the Librarian’s desk, could be 
used as a basis for the preparation of a 
complete catalogue, and a duplicate of 
it could then be made for use in the 
reading-room. 

The necessity for a modern card 
catalogue was referred to by the 
present Librarian in his report to the 
Library ‘Trustees in 1880. In that 
report, after calling attention to the in- 
sufficiency of existing catalogues, Mr. 
Cutter said: **The uecessity of a com- 
plete card catalogue of the most ap- 
proved kind should not be lost sight of, 
in addition to whatever publications 
may be attempted. ‘The preparation 
of a catalogue of that kind of the most 
elaborate sort is generally left to the 
execution of experts, fitted by special 
experieuce for the work. Its cost is no 
small obstacle to its performance. ‘This 
question must also be left to the deter- 
mination of the Trustees.” 

I have no doubt that it is this ‘‘ob- 
stacle” of cost which has thus far stood 
in the way of the preparation of a card 
catalogue. Its preparation should cer- 
tainly not devolve on the present em- 
ployees of the library, even assuming 
they are sufficiently skilled in that 
special branch of library work to un- 
dertake it. It must be the work of an 
expert employed for that particular 
purpose. 

Assuming that the necessity of a 
card catalogue is recognized, and that 
ouly the matter of cost stands in the 
way of its accomplishment, the financial 
resources of the Woburn Publie Library 
call for consideration. During the last 
three years the City Council has placed 
at the disposal of the Library ‘Trustees 
about $3,000 annually. Of this ap- 
propriation about $1,700 has been 
raised by taxation and $1,300 received 
for dog licenses. This $1,300 must. 
by law, be used either for the purposes 
of the public library or for the benefit 
of the public schools. ‘Vhis  appro- 
priation of $3,000, together with the 
income from the 90,4500 bequeathed to 
Woburn by Hon, J. B. Winn and 
Timothy Wiuo, have been expended in 
paying the current expenses of muin- 
taining the library, such as heating, 
lighting, salaries, ete. 

In addition to these sums thus applied 
to maintenance, there are the trust 
fuuds, so called, « portion of the in 
come of which expeuded 
annually in the purchase of books, 
periodicals ete., and in printing the 
anuual bulletin. trust fuuds 
are made up us follows;

These 


Bowen Buckman, the income of which 
must be applied to the purchase ot 
books. No separate account has ever 
been kept of this fund, but its income 
has been commingled with the Charles 
B. Wino trast fund, 

Second, there is the fund of $2,500 
bequeathed to Woburn by Hon. J. B. 
Winn, **to be expended for the benetit 
and in the use of the ‘Town Library.” 

Third, a fund of $3,000, Which 


Timothy Winn gave to the town of 


Woburn for the use of the Library.” 

These funds of $5,500, together 
with the $500 Buckman fund, are 
invested iv six Woburn Water Bonds, 
und, since 1887, the income of the 
$5,500 has been turned over to the 
department of Library Maintenance. 


It is to be noted that the donors of] Greenland, 
j these two funds placed no restriction} gourishing New Hampshire towns, in | 


whatever ou their application, and they 
can be used for any library purposes 
the Trustees may think desirable. 

Fourth, there is the remainder of 
the Charles B, Winn trust fund. The 
principal of this trust fund, wheo 
turned over to the present corporation 
known as the Woburn Public Library, 
in 1885, amounted to about $50,000. 
Wheo Woburn became a city, Jan. 1, 
1884, this fund was about 851,825, and 
in the past three years it has increased 
$2,050, by the accumulation of its 
uuexpended income. 

The purposes for which this fund 


| was given to the town of Woburn are 


stated in the following extracts from 
the will of Charles B, Winn: 

‘T give and bequeath to the Town 
of Woburn, in trust, the sum of 
$140,000, to be used and disposed ot 
for the purpose and in the interest of 
a Publie Library, and ineluding land, 
a building, books, pictures, furniture, 
and for any and eyery purpose pertain- 
ing to, or in connection with the 
above,” 

“It is uot in accordance with my 
intentions or wishes, that any cousider- 
able portion of the amount herein 
bequeathed for Library purposes, be 
kept aso reserve fund for the future, 
but that within a few years of my 
decease all but # comparative small 
amount of these bequests shall be ex- 
pended on the building and its coutents, 
and made available for the use of the 
present inhabitants of the town,” 

This detailed account of the trust 
funds belonging to our library show 
that, with the exception of the small

The bulletin hanging on a wall in 
the postotfice does not give the date on 
which the Gypsy Moth struck Woburn, 
but its advent must have been recent 
for the show-case containing the** Awful 
Examples,” to wit: adult Moths,

Text of the Lesson, twa. lv, 1-13—Mem- 
ory Verses, 3-5—Golden Text, Isa. lv, 
6—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 


Stearns. 


1. “Ho, every one that thirsteth, come 
ye to the waters, yea, come, buy wine and 
milk without money and without price.” 
In verses 18 and l4 of the last chapter we 
have a summary of the blessedness that 
shall come to Israel as a nation because of 
the sufferinus of her Messiah, Then shall 
waters of blessing flow forth from them 
for all nations (Mzek. xvii, 1-12; Zech. xiv 
8), and this is the ultimate reach of this 
chapter and its primary application 
Many, however, will see here only a pres 
ent and personal salvation for individual 
believers 

2. “Hearken diligently unto me, and eat 
ye that which is good, and let your soul 
delight itself in fatness,” All our own 
efforts to obtain righteousness and soul 
satisfaction are like spending time, 
strength and money for naught. But 
when we turn to Him who is the fountain 
of lifeand receive Him, then we have right 
eousness. 

8. “Incline your ear and come unto me, 
hear and your soul shall live.” Thus the 
prophets were ever pleading with Israel 
See the application to us in John vy, 24. 
But the everlasting covenant and sure 
mercies of Duvid are specially Jewish (Jer 
xxx, 9; xxxi, 31, Luke i, 82, 83) Inthe 
days of the fulfillment of that covenant we 
who are now troe believers igVhrist shall 
be manifested with Him in’ glory as His 
body, joint rulers with Him (Col. fii, 4 
Rey. iii, 21) 

“Behold, | have given Him for a wit 
ness to the people, a leader and commander 
to the people.”’ Who can he be but the 
true David (Beloved), David’s greater son 
(Ezek, xxxiv, 28, 24; xxxvii, 24, , the 
faithful and true witness (Rev. the 
King of Israc! (John i, 49; xviii, 87), He is 
also the cuptain of our salvation, and the 
captain of the Hosts of the Lord, God Him- 
self our captain (Heb, ii, 10, Josh. v, 14; 11 
Chron, xill, 12). May our hearts say “My 
Lord and my God” 

5. “Behold, thou shalt call a nation that 
thou knowest not, and nations that knew 
not thee shall run unto thee because of 
the Lord thy God.” A nation, and nations 
drawn to God through Israel, What can 
the first be but that nation referred to by 
Jesus und Peter (Math, xxi, 43; I Pet. ii, 9), 
even the church now being gathered out of 
all nations And the nations must be the 
“all nations” of millenuial days who shall 
flow to Israel! after the glory of God is re 
stored to her (Isa. Lx, 1-3, Ixil, 1,2, Jer 
iii, 17) 

6. “Seek ye the Lord while He may be 
found, call ye upon Him while He is near,’ 
The prophet now turns from the future 
glory to the present, in which he lived, 
urging an inmnediate turning to God with 
the whole heart that so they might, in 
dividually ut least, make sure of the glory 
of the kingdom. 

7. “Let the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts, and let 
him return unto the Lord.” ‘The encour 
agement to do so was the merey and 
abundant pardon awaiting any who would 
return, So it is to-day, 

“For my thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways iy ways, 
saith the Lord.’’

of getting rid of the superfluity 

But this is not correct, for in spite 
of its greasy appearance sweat only 
contains a trace of fatty mutter, 
rarely more than .01 per cent,, and 
this comes of course from the cells 
of the sudoriparous glands, and 
primarily from certain constituents 
in the blood, A person whose limbs 
and body are covered with adipose 
tissue is in the position of a man 
carrying a heavy burden and too 
warmly clothed.— London Hospital.

Woburn Home for Aged Women, 


In my annual reports of the condition of 
this Inatitution To ohlawe felt it right to 
mention particularly the pliveical and mental 
state of tho#e under onr care, and for the 
past three vears there lias been nothing but 
what wae pleasant and hopeful to say. 
This year however, Tam obliged to report 
increasing feebleness on the part of quite a 
number, and the death last month of one 
whom we greatly valued, and who had been 
in the Home nearly from the firat 

Mise Sarah Winship, whose death occurred 
on the morning of January 26, wae born 
in Burlington, Masa., May 18, 1807, For 
many years she was a resident of Woburn 
and a member of the Firat Congregational 
chureh, She entered the Home May 18, 
1887, where she has always seemed con. 
tented and happy, and by her cheerful dis 
position lias added much to the pleasure of 
those with whom she was associated. Her 
funeral took place January 27, and was 
attended by Rey. Dr. March of the Con- 
gregational church, 

These changes are natural and muat be 
expected where allare so advanced in years, 
butitis none the less a matter of sincere 
regret. Lde not think it would be possible 
to find a family of twelve people,eventhough 
they were closely allied by blood, more 
united or willing to serve one another than 
this one, composed as it is of individuals 
from different walks in life, and who in 
most cases had never met till the exigencies 
of life brought them together in the Home. 

Although our expenses have been un- 
usually heavy, Tam able to report our 
financial condition encouraging. In 
June, we disposed of the house on Salem 
street, which has been rather a burden to 
us, and though the price received was far 
less than the property was valued when it 
came into our possession, yet considering 
the expenses attending the care of it, and 
the uncertainty of the rent, we are satisfied 
it was best to sell. In December we re- 
ceived from the Executors of the will of the 
late Mra. BOF. Winn two thousand dollars, 
the full amount bequeathed to us. Brom 
our long time friend, Mr. BE. W. Hudson, 
we receive without solicitation or reminder, 
a cheque for one hundred dollars every 
year for which we are twice grateful, for 
the money which ie a great help, and the 
interest in the cause which promote the 
gift. Every month quite a list of donations 
is read, consisting of every thing useful, 
from furniture, table linen and silver, to 
food and provisions of all kinds. For all 
this thoughtfulness we desire to put 
record our sincere thanks, Thanksgiving, 
Christmas and New Years everything to 
turnish the teble with the delicacies of the 
season was received, all the churches and 
many individuals contributing. As wae 
lone last year the teachers and pupils of 
Rumford School yisited the Home, 
hearing gifts and singing carols, greatly to 
the pleasure of the ladies, for to old age 
nothing is #0 charming and delighttul as the 
beauty and freshness of youth. 

The Bair held in April at Musie Mall, 
was a great success financially and socially. 
Every one was delighted with the new hall 
which was airy and tasteful, the supper and 
ante-roows were very convenient, and the 
iffiir assumed the aspect of a pleasant re- 
ception. The burden of the several booths 
seemed to rest very lightly on the various 
of them, and complaint of 
or discouragement met 
In fact the “Old Ladies Bair’ as it 
familiarly called, 1 anticipated by a large 
portion of the community as a pleasant 
occasion of the opening spring. I would 
like to say one word about the attendance 
of the Managers at the monthly meetings 

The constitution requires thirty-six ladies, 
divided into several committees, to take 
charge of the work; outof that number the 
past year, our average attendance has been 
sixteen. We all know there is enthusiasm 
in numbers, and at nearly every meeting 
questions of real importance come up, when 
those who are present wonld be glad of the 
added wisdom of those who are absent 
Chere have been religious services at the 
Home every month but four during the 
vear, ‘They were discontinued during the 
hot months of July and August; one month 
the clergyman who was to take charge lad 
an unavoidable engagement; and the last 
month when the bad condition of Miss Win- 
ship demanded perfect quiet in the house 

The internal affairs of the Home are still 
conducted by Mra. Remson, assisted by the 
same domestic, and though the burden 
seems at times pretty heavy,and the compen- 
sation not as good as we would be glad to 
make it if our income was larger, they 
succeed, by the assistance of a nurse when 
there is illness, and addiuonal service in 
times of special need in carrying out the 
aims of the Institution with general satis- 
faction to the inmates and their friends. 

During the past month the Home was the 
recipient of a fine portrait of our friend and 
benefactor, Mrs. William ‘Tidd of Stone- 
ham [tis a Companion picture to one of 
Mr. Tidd received at the time of the dedi- 
cation of the new Home. Hung together in 
the large parlors they will show to gener- 
ations to come the kind and benevolent 
faces of the friends who gave their old 
homestead for this worthy and charitable 
object. 

And so the years come and go, bringing 
to this object of our interests, as to all 
objects and to all lives as well, days of 
encouragement, when every thing seems to 
promise well, and again, times of trial which 
tax the best judgment, and compel the 
Kreatest patience to adjust arrangements to 
the satisfaction of all, But with so much 
to be thankful for in the past, and so much 
to cheer us forthe future, let us, like the 
vrand old apostle, thank God and take 
courage,

Post Office of the United States is! 


supposed to be the only **big shop” in 
Americ a where, habitually, its ‘*small 
wares’ are delivered to customers 
without wrappings to serve the dual 
purpose of protection and convenience. 
Its postage stamps are issued with one 
half their surface covered with adhesive 
mixture; with edges perforated to 
expedite separation. Only when in 
perfect condition will they be received 
again as legal tender by United States 
Government Officers—the Government 
guly having power to appoint idi- 


viduals for such acceptance. Generally} 


stamps are delivered at Post Olfices 
through a very small window or 


apurture which permits a violent | 
draught of air to whistle through from | 


corridor to inner offica, which subjects 
the attendant to exposure and chill 
while the customer waits for stamps to| 
be counted off, and possibly **change” 
to be made and delivered. Frequently 
the chill is such as to compel Post- 
master or clerk, however courteously 
inclined, to retire speedily from danger- 
ous exposure with a ‘bang’ of the 
opened window which has admitted an 
unbearable degree of cold air. The 
customer outside experiences kindred 
impatience while carefully stowing 
away the **sticky things.” he purchase 
may have amounted to one cent or all 
the way on to dollars. The greater 
the value, the longer the count aud 
wait for both parties. ‘The purchase 
and disposition of postage stamps under 
such circumstances, for a busy man or 
woman, is ap intolerable bore and has 
led to a habit of deserting the post- 
office in ones own town or city by 
business men and wamea who go 
to lurger city for duily transactions. 
There they send a clerk to wait in the 
corridor and pay money for stamps into 
the larger office, thus depleting home 
interests and values. 

Woburn is to be congratulated on 
the score of public spirit and enter- 
prise evinced by her Postinaster, Mr. 
Arthur B, Wyman, who has put into 
operation a system of delivery for 
stamps which Obviates the above diffi- 
cylties in a large measure. Mr. Wyman 
has arrgnged ready for delivery at the 
stamp window, envelopes containing 
stamps of various denominations of the 
value of $1.00. For instauce, a man 
or woman in 4 hurry to reach « depart- 
ing (rain goes to stamp window, holds 
in the hand wa $1.00 bill, at the same 
time simply holding up two fingers. 
The attendant quickly sees value of 
cash presented, sees the two fingers 
significantly extended and instantly 


presents an envelope containing 50} 


2c, stamps. Clerk takes the money } 
purchaser picks yp the euvelope, readily 
disposes al it within pocket, purse or 
satchel; is off; and not a word spoken 
by either party. [Examination will 
reveal the fact that the stamps within 
the envelope have been placed between 
layers of waxed paper which will 
prevent their mucilaged surfaces ad- 
hering and subjecting the owner to the 
provoking process of separation, often 
resulting in tearing and loss. Upon 
the upper left corner of the envelope is 
printed, ‘United Satates Postage 
Stamps, $1.00; Upon the upper 
right corner is a print the sige and 
calor of stamps for which it is used, 
together with ils devominational figure 
In the centre of colored print. ‘Thus 
arranged and protected the stumps are 
in a designated receptacle, convenient 
for traveling, office or home use. 

Because of their troublesome, sticky 
character many families buy but one 
atatime or in very small numbers, 
subjecting themselves to petty an- 
noyances for lack of stamps et required 
moment. ‘Po such | say; Consider 
the generous and helpful enterprise of 
our Postmaster aud instead of procur- 
ing 4 stamp for each letter, help on the 
good example he has set for others to 
emulate, ‘lo business men and women 
iu Woburn, I say: purehase your 
stamps at the home Office aud give 
here the benefit and eueouragement 
due 4 public spirited, geuial and efficient 
Postmaster.——X.

In 1870 Mr. Strout came to Woburn and

During these 
20 years he has lived an upright life, es 
been a consistant meniber of the Birst C 
gregational church, and has proved his rig ‘ht | st 
to be called a worthy citizen. He was also 
an active member of the Pine Tree Club 
and several civil societies, 


About seven years ago Mr. Strout 
experienced a slight shoak of paralysis, and 


subsequently had several similar ex- 


periences. From that time his health has 
been failing, and since about two years avo 
he has mixed but litte with the people of 


the place. During this period Mr. and| 


Mrs. Strout have made their home with 


their son and daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mra. 
Charles M. Strout, on Montvale Ave., by 
whom they have been tenderly cared for 
and their journey on the down-hill side of 
life made smoothe and pleasant.

Christian graces. He was generous to a 
fault.

an unkind or hasty word to wife or others 
of his family, or to his business associates. 
He was always hopeful, cheerful; always 
saw the bright side of things; patient;

LESSON VII, FIRST QUARTER, INTER-, 
NATIONAL SERIES, FEB. 14. 


Jer. xxxi, 27-37. 
34—Golden Text, 
Jer. xxxi, $4—Commentary by the Rev.

the Lesson, 


Text of 


Memory Verses, 33, 


Stearns. 


27. “Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that | will sow the house of Israel 
and the house of Judah, with the seed of 
man, and with the seed of beast.”’ Jere 
miah prophesied during the last forty years 
of Judah’s history ere the two tribes were 
carried captive, during the last eighteen 
years of Josiah’s reign and the twenty-two 
years of the four kings following. He was 
simply God’s messenger speaking God’s 
message. Chupteri, >, 9, 17, chapters xxx 
and xxxi have been called “a book within 
a book,” like Rom. ix to xi, and any kind 
of a careful reading shows its peculiar ref 
erence to Israel’s future. Compare this 
verse with chapter xxx, 1-8, and take 
Israel and Judah to mean only Israel and 
Judah the ten tribes and the two of all 
Israel. The Spirit’s own commentary upon 
this verse is found in Ezek, xxxvi, 9-11. 

28, “And it shall come to pass, that like 
as I buve watched over them to pluck up, 
so will | watch over them to build and to 
plant, saith the Lord.” No one can ques 
tion the plucking up and scattering, and 
no more should any one question the gath 
ering aud rebuilding. Put verse 10 with 
this aud say how anything can be more 
clearly or emphatically stated with a 
“Thus saith the Lord,” and His “will” and 
“shall.” 

29. “In those days they shall say no 
more. ‘The fathers have eaten a sour grape 
and the children’s teeth are set on edge.” 
They considered themselves as suffering 
for their father’s sins and therefore used 
this proverb. See Lam. v, 7; Ezek. xviii, 
2, 3. 

80, **But every one shall die for his own 
iniquity; every man that eateth the sour 
grape, his teeth shall be set on edye.’ 
Compare Deut. xxiv, 16; Gal. vi, 5, 7 
Personal responsibility is taught every 
where in Scripture. “Every one of us 
shall give account of himself to God" 
(Rom, xiv, 12.) 

31. ‘Behold the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will muke a new covenant 
with the house of Israel and with the house 
of Judah.” Remember that He is speak 
ing not of the church, nor of the days in 
which we live, but of literal Judah and 
Israel in the days of the restoration, yet 
future, but now very near. 

82. “Not according to the covenant that 
I made with their fathers, which my cov 
enant they brake.” He refers now to the 
Horeb covenant of Deut. vy, 2, 8, to make 
them a kingdom of priests and a peculiar 
people above all people, upon condition of 
their obedience (Ex. xix, 5,6). This was 
different from the covenant with Abra 
ham, Isauc and Jacob, which was uncon 
ditional and shall yet be fulfilled to the 
letter; a covenant made with an oath, and 
therefore eternal and unchangeable (Mic.

83, “After those days, saith the Lord, | 
will put my law in their inward parts, and 
write it in their hearts; and will be their 
God, and they shall be my people.” ‘Those 
days” probably refer to the days of tribu 
lation which will precede Israel’s national 
conversion (Chapter xxx, 7; Dan. xii, 1, 
Math. xxiv, 21), for it is immediately after 
the tribulation of those days that He shall 
come in power and glory for Israel’s deliy 
erance (Math. xxiv, 20-31; Luke xxi, 25-28) 
Observe how the work Is entirely the Lord's 
from first to last: I will put, I will write, 
I will be; and compare Jer. xxiv, 6,7; Ezek. 
xxxvi, 24-30. 

84. ‘They shall all know me, from the 
least of them unto the greatest of them, 
saith the Lord; for I will forgive their in 
iquity, and I will remember their sins no 
more,”’ ‘This verse is often quoted as if it 
referred to all people on the whole earth, 
and would be a result of the Gospel as now 
preached; whereas it refers clearly to Israel 
and Judah, the twelve tribes, which shall 
be all righteous, and the central nation 
upon earth in millennial days (Isa, Lx, 21, 
lxvi, 8), who shall make known thename of 
the Lord to all the world that so the earth 
may be filled with his glory (Num. xiv, 21.

NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE, 


Personal Recollections of the Author of 
“A Scarlet Letter."' 

Hawthorne was a slender lad, hav- 
ing a massive head, with dark, bril- 
liant and most expressive eyes, heavy 
eyebrows and a profusion of dark 
hair. For his appearance at that 
time the inquirer must rely wholly 
upon the testimony of friends, for I 
think no portrait of him as a lad is 
extant. On one occasion, in our 
renior year, the class wished to have 
their profiles cut in silhouette by a 
wandering artist of the scissors, and 
interchanged by all the thirty-eight. 
Hawthorne disapproved¢he proposed 
plan, and steadily refused to go into 
the class Golgotha, as he styled the 
dismal collection. I joined him in 
this freak, and so our places were 
left vacant. I now regret the whim, 
since even a moderately correct out 
line of his features as a lad would at 
this day be interesting. 

Hawthorne's figure was somewhat 
singular, owing to his carrying his 


| head a little on one side, but his walk 


Was square and firm, and his manner 
self respecting and reserved, A fash- 
ionable boy of the present day might 
have secon something to amuse him 
in the new student's appearance, but

unselfishness which endeared him 
greatly to his friends. [He was agen 
tleman in the best sense of the word, 
and he was always manly, cool, self 
poised and brave. He was neither 
morose nor sentimental, and though 
taciturn, was invariably cheerful 
with his chosen friends, and there 
was much more of fun and frolic in 
his disposition than his published 
writings indicate.—Horatio Bridge in 
Haper’s.

( JEHOIAKIMS FOLLY, 
LESSON VIII, FIRST QUARTER INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, FEB. 21, 


Text of the Lesson, Jer, xxxvi, 19-21. 
Memory Verses, 22, 23—Golden Text, 


Heb. til, 15—Commentary by the Rev, 
D. M. Stearns. 


19. “Then said the princes unto Baruch, 
Go hide thee, thou and Jeremiah, and let 
no man know where ye be.” Baruch was 
Jeremiah’s scribe, and had just been read 
ing in the ears of the people, in the Lord's 
house, upon the fasting day, the words of 
the Lord, which he had written from the 
mouth of Jeremiah (verses 6,8). The Lord 
gave these words to Jeremiah in the hope 
that the people might turn and be for- 
given (verses 4, 7), for He is ever seeking to 
save. Baruch having read to the people is 
sent for to read the words to the princes, 
which, having heard, they are afraid, in- 
quire further, and then give counsel as in 
this verse, being friendly to the prophet. 

20, “And they went in to the king and 
told all the words in the ears of the king.” 
Jeboiakim was the son of Josiah the good 
king, but was very different from his fa- 
ther. He was preceded by his brother Je- 
hoahuz, who reigned only three months, 
and was then carried captive into Hgypt 
(If Chron, xxxvi, 1-5). 

21. “So the king sent Jehudi to fetch the 
roll, and Jehudi read it in the ears of the 
king, and in the ears of all the princes.” 
This is the will of God, that kings, princes, 
and people in all the world should hear 
His word, his is the responsibility of all 
who have the word, that they should give 
itor rend it to others; and if we are only 
willing He will set before us open doors, 
All results are with Him. He will see to it, 

22. “Now the king sat in the winter 
house in the ninth month, and there was a 
fire on the hearth burning before him.” 
Winter and summer houses, and houses of 
ivory, are spoken of to indicate the luxury 
and self indulgence of the people (Amos iii, 
15). If the fasting day of verse 6 was the 
fast of atonement, in the seventh month 
(Ley, xvi, 20), then some little time (over a 
month) elapsed between Baruch’s first 
reading and this reading before the king. 

23. “He cut it with the penkuife and cast 
it into the fire that was on the hearth, un- 
tilall the roll was consumed in the fire 
that was on the hearth.” This was his 
treatment of the word of the God of Israel 
upon whose throne he sat (I Chron, xxix, 
23) and whose representative he ought to 
have been, Contrast his father’s treat- 
ment of the word of God (II Kings xxii, 11). 
And yet Jehoiakim did not do worse than 
the professors and preachers of our day 
who in the name of “higher criticism,” or 
“science,’’ or something else, penknife the 
Bible, cutting out what they please, refus- 
ing us anything supernatural, and assur- 
ing us that even Jesus Christ was not an 
infallible authority in all things. All such 
had better heed Isa. viii, 20, R. V. 

2. “Yet they were not afraid, nor rent 
their garments.” And no more are these 
unbelieving critics of our times, who are 
thus hastening on to their own destruc 
tion and leading multitudes with them, 

25. “Nevertheless Eloathan made inter 
cession to the king that he would not burn 
the roll, but he would not hear them,” If 
any one will not receive the truth God 
will let thein believe a lie (IL Thess. ii, 
10-1%), but fearful will be the result (chap 
ter , 16-17), Elnathan and the others 
did well to plead for the word, even though 
they pleaded in vain. God will not for 
get it. 

26. “But the king commanded to take 
Baruch, the seribe and Jeremiah, the 
prophet, but the Lord hid them.’ Not 
only did he not fear to destroy the Word of

I do not wonder that the same 
man said that the Jews were no more to 
God than the Indians of our country, 
What difference is there between such a 
man and the king of Judah who cut and 
burned the word of God? Is not this man 
the worst of the two?

What Whaiebone Really Is, 

Owing toa popular misconception 
this substance, whose more appropri 
ute name is ‘*baleen,” has been called 
“bone,” while it really contains no 
bone whatever in its composition. 
It resembles rather a number of hard 
ened hairs cemented together by a 
sort of gum. Chemically it consists 


of a basis of albumen hardened by | 


phosphate of hme, the latter, how- 
ever, in very small quantity. It 
takes the place of teeth in certain 
kpecies of whales, especially 
Greenland and southern whale. 

A full grown Greenland whale 
yields about a ton of the substance. 
The whaling vessels usually bring it 
in pieces of ten or tyeslve blades each, 
but sometimes, if the voyage is long, 
the sailors have time to strip off each 
blade and divest it of its hairs. In 


preparing them for use the blades are | 


cleaned and softened by boiling for 
about two hours; while still hot they 
are fixed in large wooded vises and 
shaved into the required sizes. 

These slices or strips are dried 
smooth by steel scrapers and polished 
with either emery or dry quicklime. 
Besides its original usage in stiffen 
ing corsets and the waists of ladies 
dresses, Whalebone or baleen is em 
ployed in making walking sticks, 
snf boxes, covering telescopes and 
whip handles, and even making some 
kinds of artificial flowers. The fibers 
detached in slicing the blades are used 
instead of bristles in cheap brushes, 
and sometimes instead of hair 
stuffing mattresses.—St. Louis Post 
Dispatch,

Mayor Thompson informs the Jour- 
NAL that such a suggestion has been 
made by no one to the Council and 
that the rumor is without the least 
foundation in fact. 

Mayor Thompson further says that 
itis by no menus certain that $7,500 
will be needed to defray the expenses 
of the celebration and only so much of 
it as is absolutely necessary will be 
used. ‘That sum was asked for merely 
to meet a contingency if one should 
arise. 

With the City Council committee 
Mayor Thompson is empowered to 
associate representatives from the body 
of the people and we are assured that 
this privilege will be exercised solely in 
behalf of the bost interests of the city. 

Mayor Thompson further informs 
the JOURNAL that arrangements for the 
celebration are moving along slowly, 
cautiously, and with a view alone to do 
the best possible thing for the city in 
the most prudent, economical and at 
the same time in a manner so liberal 
that the affuir will be a credit to this 
community and its honorable history. 

In view of these facts a little caution 
about accepting groundless rumors 
respecting what is and what is not 
being done about the celebration may 
not be out of place. 


FAXON ON THE RAMPAGE, 

The alleged temperance champion of 
Quincy, Henry Faxon, is fighting for 
the repeal of what is known as ‘the 
drunk law.” Perhaps it would be 
nearer the truth to say that he is fight- 
ing to keep Heury Faxon’s name before 
the public. 

Faxon was on band with his backing 
at a Committee hearing on the matter 
last T'uesday wheu he rehearsed the 
same old story in the same old way. 
His backing was mostly in the shape 
of written opinions of about a dozen 
men, which were not, either from their 
logic or origin, calculated to have much 
weight with men of sense. With per- 
haps two, possibly three, exceptions 
the writers were inferior people, in- 
capable of forming an intelligent opin- 
ion on anything. One of them in par- 
ticular, a certain Chief of Police, would 
be about the last person a sensible man 
would be likely to appeal to for light 
and knowledge ov any subject. None 
of them would make safe public guides. 
It looks suspicious for the integrity and 
success of his crusade against this just 
and humane law that out of the hun- 
dreds of administrators of the criminal 
statutes of the State only a mere hand- 
ful oro could be found to testify in 
favor of its appeal, and these of inferior 
mental equipment, limited experience, 
and of no particular standing in the 
community. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the 
Legislature will give no heed to Fax- 
on’s ambitious but inane cavortings, but 
promptly give him *‘leaveto withdraw.”

A Good Scheme. 

Epiror Journat:— I respectfully 
suggest the following plan for improv- 
ing the business of Woburn and in- 
creasing its manufacturing industries : 

Let the Board of ‘Trade, or its indi- 
vidual members, form a corporation 
with a capital stock of $10,000 to 
$20,000; let the members and others 
interested purchase the stock and with 
the money thus raised buy a lot of land 
ou which erect a firstelass building, 
equip it with power for manufacturing 
purposes, aud then lease it to desirable 
out-of-town manufacturing concerns at 
a low rental. 

The price of stock could be placed 
at such a figure as would muke its dis- 
position easy. 

There ou_ht to be from 50 to 100) 
men ou the Board and friends of it who 
could aud would take from $100 to | 
$500 each of the stock aud the balance 
might be sold to smaller buyers. 

There could be no loss, except pos- | 
sibly in interest for a time, as the com- 
pany would have a property in realty 
remaining whatever the outcome of the 
enterprise might be. 

Such a scheme would be 
to the merehants and other 
men who depend upon the circulation 
of money in the city; to the laboring 
men who would thus be enabled to find 
employment; and to the prosperity of 
the city in general, directly and indi- 
rectly.

For the Journal 
Oahu College and its Woburn Repre- 
sentative, 


I have just been reading, with great 
interest, a thick pamphlet containing 
an aceount of the Semi-Centennial 
Jubilee of Oahu College at Honolulu, 
Hawaiian Islands. Most of the olden 
people of the day knew, in their young 
days, but little more of the Liawaiian 
Islands, or, as they used to be called, 
the Sandwich Islands, than that they 
were far distant ip the Pacific Ocean, 
and had not long before been the home 
of savages. By these barbarians, the 
famous English Captain Cook had, in 
1779, been murdered when on one of 
his voyages of exploration, aud forty- 
one years later, in 1820, the mission 
of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions had 
beet successfully established. 

From the pamphlet just read, it 
Appears that, mainly through the 
efforta of the missionaries, there war 
established, in 1841, in an outlying 
and very beautiful suburb of the city of 
Honolulu, the College whoae 50th 
anniversary occurred in June 1891. 

The historical eketches given of this 


College are at least to one reader a} 


marvel. In accompanying — the 
pamphlet are beautifully executed 
photogravure pictures of the various 
buildings and grounds of the College 
embowered by tropical fruit and 
ornamental trees which may well 
emphasize the declaration that here is 
the **Paradise of the Pacific.” In one 
of the views, picturing the President's 
house, are seen seated on cither side of 
the gate of entrance, a photograph of 
a man well known in Woburn, the 
President, with his wife. 

In an alphabetical catalogue of 
pupils during the fifty years of the 
College history are found 906 names. 


or 


These names represent principally 
children of American, English and 


other foreign residents in the Islands, 
though embracing also a goodly number 
of native Hawaiians. Of this whole 
number, 779 are believed to now 
living and about 500 are residents in 
Hawaii. A large number are emi- 
nently useful in the various professions 
of theology, law, medicine, teaching 
and in agricultural, mechanical and 
mercantile pursuits. During our late 
Civil War a considerable number of 
the alumni volunteered for service on 
the side of the Union and ‘‘bravely did 
their part in the bloodiest battles’ of 
the protracted conflict, while others 
served in the Christian and Sanitary 
Commissions. Not a few of these 
graduntes have been and are to-day 
prominent in other and more en- 
lightened lands as men of distinguished 
ability and usefulness in various de- 
partments of public and private life. 
Gen. S. C. Armstrong, for many years 
and deservingly honored as the Prin- 
cipal of the famous school at Hampton, 
Virginia, is one of them. 

Such are the facts and incidents in 
part, which with poems, music, ad- 
dresses, historical reminiscences &c. 
were given to «a very large and en- 
thusiastic audience including ‘*Her 
Majesty, the Queen,” at the Ouhu 
College Jubilee. I cannot go into the 
details of the exceedingly interesting 
occasion.

11, “And it came to pass, that when the 
army of the Chaldeans was broken up 
from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s 
army.” Weare now inthe reign of Zede- 
kiah, son of Josiah, the last of the kings of 
Judah, He, like the three who preceded 
him, would not listen to the words of Je- 
hovah, although at times he seemed in- 
clined to do differently, as we shall see, and 
even asked the prophet to pray for him and 
for the people; verses 1-8. But the end was 
now near; the city is besieged, and God is 
about to give “The dearly beloved of His 
soul” into the hand of her enemies (chap- 
ter xii, 7). There is, however, a little re- 
spite, for Pharaoh's army comes forth out 
of Eyypt, and the Chaldeans depart from 
Jerusalem (verses 5, 10), 

“Then Jeremiah went forth out of 
Jerusalem to yo into the land of Benjamin 
to separate himself thence in the midst of 
the people.” The Revised Version says, “Tc 
receive his portion there.””) Anathoth, in 
the land of Benjamin, was his home (chap- 
teri, 1), He had been a faithful witness 
for God in the holy city, and his testimony 
had been rejected, It was most natural 
that he should desire to take advantage of 
this lull in the siege to retire if possible 
to the quiet of his own town. 

13. “And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin a captain of the ward took Jere- 
miah, the prophet, saying, Thou fallest 
away to the Chaldeans.” That the right- 
eous should be falsely accused, persecuted 
and even slain by the unrighteous seems a 
strange thing to many. It troubled David 
and Asaph and even Jeremiah himself. 
See the experiences of the first two in 
Ps. xxxvii and xxiii. In Jer, xii, 1 we find 
the prophet talking with God after this fash- 
ion, “I know, O Lord, that thou art right- 
eous, but why do the wicked prosper and 
why are they happy that deal treacherous- 
ly?” The admonition to all in similar 
circumstances is found in Heb, xii, 1-3, 

“Then said Jeremiah, [tis false, but 
he hearkened not to him; so frijah took 
Jeremiah and brought him to the princess.” 
If the prophet saw only Irijah he would 
naturally be greatly provoked, but if he 
saw the hand of God he would be quiet. 
When Job lose his family and his property 
through the malice of Satan he said, The 
Lord gave and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord” (Job i, 21), 

15. ‘Wherefore the princes were wroth 
with Jeremiah and smote him, and put 
him in prison.” Jesus forewarned His 
apostles that thus would they be treated 
and worse, but that they must not be of- 
fended (Math. x, 28; John xvi, 1, 2; Acts v, 
18, 40; xvi, 20). And from the glory He 
sent word to one of the churches that the 
devil would cast some of them into prison, 
and that they would have tribulation ten 
days, but they must be faithful even 
though slain for Him (Rey, ii, 10), 

16. “When Jeremiah was entered into 
the dungeon and had remained there many 
days.” Blessed is the man that endureth 
trial (Jas. i, 12). We cannot endure what 
does not continue, and yet that is just 
what we are apt to wonder at, that a trial 
should continue instead of being quickly 
removed in answer to prayer, Consider 
Paul's prayer and testimony in If Cor, xii, 
8-10, and remember the same grace is 
yours. 
17. “Then Zedekiah, the king, sent and 
took him out, and the king asked him se- 
cretly in his house and said, Is there any 
word from the Lord?’ ‘This was one of 
those secret juterviews which the king had 
with the prophet, apparently willing to do 
right, but really afraid of his own people, 

18. ‘Moreover, Jeremiah said unto King 
Zedekiah, What have I offended against 
thee?” In somewhat similar form, Paul 
the prisoner, appealed to Festus (Acts, 
xxv, 11), Both Jeremiah and Paul had 
only spoken the words and done the works 
of Jehovah, and that was just what Jesus 
did, and for that they crucified Him, The 
way of God being contrary to man's way 
provokes the evil that is in man and stirs 
up his wicked heart, ‘The carnal or natur 
al mind is enmity against God.” 

19, ‘Where ‘re now your prophets which 
prophesied unto you, saying, The king of 
Babylon shall not come against you, nor 
against this Jand.’’ There were false 
prophets who taught the people that the 
king of Babylon would not come against 
the city, and that what he had already 
taken he would restore in two years (chap- 
ter xxviii, 2-4), but they were lying proph- 
ets, and their words were vain words, 

20, “Therefore, hear now, I pray thee, O 
my Lord the King, cause me not to return to 
the house of Jonathan the seribe, lest I die 
there.’ While we are not to fear death, 
but rejoice “to die to gain,” and “to depart 
is to be with Christ’? (Phil, i, 21, 28), yet 
we are not to throw away our lives un- 
necessarily, but take all possible care of 
our mortal bodies, which are temples of 
the Holy Ghost, aiming only to glorify 
God in life or death CPbiL. i, 20). 

21. Then Zedekiah, the king, command- 
ed that they should commit Jeremiah into 
the court of the prison and that ey 
should give him daily a plece of bread, 
Thus Jeremiah remained in the court of 
the prison.” Although after this he was 
for ashort time in a most filthy dungeon, 
from which he was delivered by Ebed- 
Melech, the Ethiopian, with ropes and rot- 
ten rags, yet Lhe court of the prison was 
his lodging, and there he was when the 
city was taken (chapter xxxvili, 12, 18, 28), 
Phere the cuptuln of the guard of the Buby- 
Jonian army tound him, and by command 


of the king did well by hin. Bee chapters 


xxxix, 11,12; xl, 4, 5. So God kept his 
promise to Jeremiah (chapter 1, 19,) and 
delivered him, though many a time they 
rought his life, So will He keep his word 
#ivays, and we may unwaveringly trust 
Him and rely upon Him, See, also, His 
promises to Bbed-Melech in chapter XXXIX, 
16-18, and remember that the same God 
mikes equally great promises to all who 
put their trust in Him, In reference to 
Daniel it is written, “So Daniel was taken 
up out of the den, and no manner 
of hurt was found upon him, because he 
believed in his God.” For the same reason 
his three friends walked in the midst of 
the fire unhurt (Dan. vi, 23; iii, 25), Rely- 
ing upon the same God, Paul could say, “I 
know whom I have believed, and am per- 
suaded that He is able to keep that which I 
have committed unto Him against that 
day.’ “IT was delivered out of the mouth 
of the lion; and the Lord shail deliver me 
from every evil work and will preserve me 
unto the heavenly kingdom” (IL Tim, i, 12; 
iv, 17, 18). All who go forth in the name 
of the Lord, at His command, to do His 
bidding, may surely rely upon these words, 
“They that war against thee shall be as 
nothing and as a thing of naught, for 1 the 
Lord thy Goa will hold thy right hand, 
saying, Fear not, I will help thee” (Isa, xli, 
12, 18).

Not that it is more impor- 
tant, but it is often harder to obtain, 
The best rest comes from sound sleep. 
Of two men or women, otherwise equal, 
the one who sleeps best will be the 
most healthy and efficient.

It will re- 
store vigor to an overworked brain. It 
will cure a headache. It will cure a 
broken spirit.

The cure of sleeplessness requires a 
clean, good bed, sufficient exercise to 
promote weariness, pleasant occupa- 
tion, good air and not too warm a 
room; a clear conscience and avoid- 
ance of stimulants and narcotics, For 
those who are overworked, haggard, 
nervous, who pass sleepless nights, we 
commend the adoption of such habits 
as will secure sleep, otherwise life will 
be short, and what there is of it sadly 
imperfect, —Exchange. 


Rain for the Future, 

The question is asked, Are we likely 
to have in years immediately advane- 
ing more or less rain than during the 
last few years? 

While the question cannot be an- 
swered with absolute confidence, the 
grouping of years into decades or other 
regular periods eliminates most of the 
nonperiodic yariations, and shows 
whether any secular alterations are 
taking place. There is no doubt that 
since 1887, at all events, the rainfall 
over England has been much below 
the average; and a consideration of all 
the facts leads to the conclusion that 
such a period of scarcity is very likely 
to be followed by one of abundance, 
and that the coming few years will 
probably be more rainy than those re- 
cently experienced, although possibly 
the increase will not occur in the sum- 
mer months—at a time when it would 
be most noticed.—London Nature,

The line to Melrose Highlands 
would be flnished first, and power would be 
supplied by the Woburn Electric Light 
Company When the lower station at 
Chelsea wae completed the system would

be finished from Melrose Highlands to 
Chelsea, and this, he thought, would be 
before next: winter, 


The line from Woburn to Melrose High- 
lands would be ready by July 1, or August 
1, atthe very latest. The system would be 
the same as is in use in other places, and 
would be well built, and located under the 
direction of the Committee on Highways 
of the city, In the business part of the 
City Square pine poles would be used, while 
in other parts the poles would be the same 
asisused by the Electric Light Company. 
The poles would be about 100 feet apart, 
but any objectionable features would be 
changed, 

In reply to questions Mr. Hinckley said 
the streets would not be disturbed other 
than in the digging of holes for the poles 
The tracks and roadbed were in good con- 
dition in Woburn, There would have to be 
some changes in Stoneham, however, 

Mr. Hinckley further said that he bad 
read in a public print something relating to 
the Company asa foreigner.” He would 
tay that while he had an interest in the 
Company he also had anioterest in Woburn, 


where he had lived many years, He hud 
influenced capitalists to buy the North 
Woburn road, and to build the Kast 


Middlesex, and in the four years since thie 
was done the roads had not paid a cent, and 
Mr. Breed, the President, had had nothing 
for hie services. When the new corpora- 
tions were formed he lad asked Woburn 
people to subscribe but could not get a 
dollar trom them. 

In reply to Alderman Fowle, he raid that 
the wooden pole was better than iron as in 
the latter the current sometimes passed 
down it, Where the track was on the side 
of the road there would be but one line of 
poles, but two when in the middle. He 
knew real estate all along the line would be 
benefitted. 

No other person desiring to speak on the 
matter and no remonstrants appearing, the 
committee passed to the petition of the 
North Woburn road 

Mr. Hinckley, a Director of the Com- 
pany, said that no bonds had yet been 
Issued for the work on this road, bus 
probably would be, and have the line open 
with electric power in the fall. 

Some of the Aldermen asked Supt 
Sewell questions and from the answere was 
developed the facts that from New Boston 
street to the Central Square school house, 
and from the railroad to the terminus at 
North Woburn, the track would be placed 
in the middle of the street, There would 
be no suspension of travel however as new 
track would be used for the new part an 
the care pass over the old track until thé 
new wis completed. He explained at 
length regarding the poles &c. and said that 
the new power would give the Company an 
opportunity to ran cars oftener, He said it 
would reduce the time between North Wo- 
burn and Medford from 80 minutes to 35 
minutes. 

Mr. Hinckley remarked that he thought 
it was a question only of a little time before 
meno enployed in the shops would establish 
homes at North Woburn where land was 
cheap 

There were no remanstrants. 


The President declared the hearing 
Closed. 

Jost at that instant Mr. Joho L. Munroe 
asked the Board if any of them had con- 


sidered the use of storage batteries in place 
of the averhiead system.

Sidewalks. 


Somewhere about a year ago Mr. C, 
Willard Smith, the dry goods merchant 
of this city, read «a paper before the 
Board of Trade on the subject of ‘‘Side- 
walks” which attracted much attention 
ut the time aud aroused a lively interest 
on the part of the people. ‘The paper 
treated the question in #« practical, com- 
Mov sense manver and was worthy of 
its wide circulation. 

In his admirable Inaugural Address 
Mayor Thompson aneut this important 
sabyact suid; 

*T think however that our sidewalks 
are not what they should be, and as 
we now have land with good material 
for the stone-crusher all paid for, the 
entire appropriation made can be ex- 
pended on our streets. I would re- 
comend that a special appropriation of 
a sufficient amount be made for side- 
walks, so that they may compare more 
tavorably with those of surrounding 
cities and towns.” 

The appropriation just made by the 
City Council for the Street Department 
for the cyrrent year is $18,000: that 
for sidewalks $2,000. 

Tn view of the fuct that Mr. Smith 
has taken a deep inierest iu this matter, 
of his having so recently read a care- 
fully prepared paper in support of well 
matured views, avd also because us a 
prominent business man he has a vital 
interest in the city, a JOURNAL re- 
presentative upprouched that gentleman 
the other day and solicited his views 
as to the Mayor’s recommendations and 
also a8 to the appropriations just de- 
termined on. 

Mr. Smith is a firm believer in good 
sidewalks. **I cordially endorse,” said 
he **the Mayor's plan and hoped that 
yot less than $5000 would be appropri- 
ated for the improyement of our sadly 
neglected sidewalks—neglected solely 
for lack of money evough to make them 
better. TI believe that the sidewalks of 
a town or cily ure wu pretty fair index 
to the character of the people—at least, 
strangers Coming into a place naturally 
judge of its inhabitants by the quality 
of its walks, They advertise the city 
or town as nothing else dves—not even 
the character of its newspaper. The 
importance then of baving and con- 
stantly maintaining the best is obvious. 

**Not nearly enough has been doue in 
years pagt for Wobury sidewalks. Ip 
my judgment $5000 a year for 10 
years should be expended on them, at 
the end of which period no community 
in this Commouwealth could 
better exhibit than ours. 

‘*T would not dictate us to how the 
business should be done, but that more 
attention should be paid to our side- 
walks and more money appropriated 
for their improvement is so patent that 
no argument is needed to conyince the 
most skeptical. ‘Puke it right bere in} 
the busiest part of the place—mauy of | 
the walks ure a disgrace to the city. 
Looking at or walking over them stran- 
gers are forced to the couclusion that 
we are a slatteruly or very penurious 
community, 

Yes, I cordiully endorse Mayor 
Thompson's recommendations on this 
subject, and, considering the real im- 
portance of it, [ am gratified that it bas 
been favorably acted on to the extent 
of $2000 (not hulf enough) by the 
Council. LT think too that [ voice pub- 
lic sentiment pretty accurately when | 
bespeak early uttention and generous 
treatment of the sidewalk question in 
this city,"

DOWNFALL OF JUDAH. 


LESSON X, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, MARCH 6. 


Text of the Lesson, Jer. xxxix, 1-10—Mem- 
ory Verses, 6-8—Golden Text, Math. 
xxiil, 38—Commentary by the Rev. D. 
M. Stearns. 


1. “In the ninth year of Zedekiah, king 
of Judah, in the tenth month, came Nebu- 
ehadnezzar, king of Babylon, and all his 
army against Jerusalem, and they _ be- 
sieged it.’’ In chapter liiand in II Kings 
xxv we have this samestory of the downfall 
and captivity of Judah. When the Holy 
Spirit causes the same record to be written 
three different times He certainly asks our 
special attention to it, and must have some 
great reason for doing so. The ten tribes 
had been in captivity over 100 years, and 
for that period, as well as for the more 
than 200 additional years since the death of 
Solomon, God had been bearing with them, 
pleading with them and warning them 
that unless they turned to Him sincerely 
this judgment would come upon them 
(Hos. ii, 11-18; Joel i, 5-7; Amos iii, 1, 2, 
and the pre-captivity prophets every- 
where). See also Lev. xxvi, 27-35, and con- 
sider what along warning they had, and 
how the false prophets taught the people 
to laugh at and despise it, 

2. “In the eleventh year of Zedekiah, in 
the fourth month, the ninth day of the 
month, the city was broken up.” During 
a part of three years, or an actual period of 
eighteen months, including the short in- 
terval of lust week’s lesson, did the siege 
continue and then the city fell, as God had 
said, He may lovingly and patiently show 
His long suffering, but His Spirit will not 
always strive. 

8. “And all the princes of the king of 
Babylon came in and sat in the middle 
gate.’’ The enemy sits in the gate of the 
holy city—what u contrast to the blessing 
of Tudah, ‘Thy hand shall be in the neck 
of thine enemies,” and the promise to 
Abraham, ‘Thy seed shall possess the gate 
of his enemies’ (Gen. xlix, 8; xxii, 17). 
It was promised to Isracl that one should 
chase a thousand, and two put ten thou- 
sand to flight, and that no man should 
stand before them (Deut. xxxii, 80; Josh. 
i, 15), but unbelief and turning away from 
God brings all this trouble upon them. 

4. ‘When Zedekiah, the king of Judah, 
saw them and all the men of war, then 
they fled, and went forth out of the city by 
night.” All this was seen in vision by the 
prophet Ezekiel at Babylon, and was 
shown to the people of Israel, who were 
therein an object lesson by the prophet. 
(Ezek. xii, 1-15.) 

5. “But the Chaldeans’ army pursued 
after them, and overtook Zedekiah in the 
plains of Jericho and brought him to Neb- 
uchadnezzar.”” It being the purpose of 
God that Zedekiah should be taken, it was 
therefore impossible for him to escape. 
Perfectly sufe even amidst the greatest 
dangers are a}l whom God promises to pro- 
tect, but there is no hiding place and no 
safety for any who rebel against Him. 
They may besure that their sin will find 
them out. (Num, xxxii, 23.) 

6. “Then the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before his eyes; 
also the king of Babylon slew all the nobles 
of Judah.” If the children follow the sins 
of their father and walk in his ways they 
will suffer punishment with their father; 
but who can describe the feelings of a fa- 
ther compelled to witness the sufferings of 
his children because of sins into which he 
led them? Let ungodly parents consider 
this ere it be too late, 

7. “Moreover, he put out Zedekiah’s eyes 
and bound bim with chains, to carry him 
to Babylon.’”’ Thus was Jer, xxxii, 4, and 
Ezek. xii, 13, literally fulfilled, although 
at first sight it might seem difficult for 
them to havea literal fulfillment. Zede- 
kiah went to Babylon, he saw the king of 
Babylon, but he never saw Babylon, It is 
always perfectly safe to take God at His 
word, and take Him to mean just what He 
says. As soon as we begin to give His 
word some other meaning than that con- 
veyed by the plain grammatical sense of 
the words, we are in danger of perverting 
it (xxiii, 36). 

& “And theChaldeans burned the king's 
house, and the houses of the people, with 
fire, and brake down the walls of Jerusa- 
lem,”’ Thus the Lord swallowed up the 
habitations of Jacob, and cast down the 
beauty of Israel; thus He did what He had 
devised, and fulfilled His word commanded 
in the days of old (Layn. ii, 1, 2,17). Al- 
though it was apparently the hand of the 
king of Babylon, it was really the hand of 
the Lord upon His rebellious people, Nehe- 
miah, speaking of the testimony of the 
Spirit of God in the prophets against 
Jarael, says that God gave them into the 
enemy's hands because they would not 
hear (Neh, ix, 80), 

9, ‘Then Nebuzar-adan, the captain of 
the guard, carried uway captive into Bab- 

lon the remnant of the people.” Some 

ad been taken to Babylon for their good, 
such as Daniel, Ezekiel and others, but 
these for their hurt, to be a reproach and a 
proverb, a taunt and a curse ip all places 
(Jer, xxiv, 5-10), The same event may 
prove to some # blessing and to others a 
curse, “All things work together for good 
to them that love God" (Rom, viii, 28, 29). 

10, “But Nabuzar-adan, the captain of 
the guard, left of the poor of the people, 
which had nothing, in the land of Judah, 
and gave them vineyards and flelds at the 
same time,” Or, a8 in the margin, “in 
that day.” It is evident, then, that there 
may be a time when it is blessed to “have 
nothing.” We are reminded of Zeph, iii, 
12, ‘I will also leave in the midstof thee an 
affiicted and poor people, and they shall 
trust in the uame of the Lord.” Also, 
Luke vi, 20, “Blessed be yg poor, for yours 


is the kingdom of God.” Though we may 
not have this world’s goods, if we have Je 
sus we are rich for time and eternity, and 
are heirs with Him, and when the unbe 
lievers are cast out we shall inherit all. 
Even the captain of the guard (“chief exe 
cutioner’’—see margin), cruel to many, can 
only bring us blessing, May Jesus be 
all to us; then we will be well content 
to wait and suffer with Him this lit- 
tle while, proving ourselves pilgrims 
and strangers here, Like Abraham 
we will contentedly sojourn in the land of 
promise, owning not a foot of it except 
perhaps a burial place, while we look for 
the city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God, Or, like Moses, 
having respect unto the recompense of the 
reward, we will esteem the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt (Heb, xi, 0, 10, 26; Acts vii, 5). There 
is such a thing as laying up treasure in 
heaven whether we have much or little 
here, and there is such a thing as being 
rich here and awfully poor in’ eternity 
(Math. vi, 10, 20; Luke xii, 20, 91). The 
writer earnestly desires for all who read 
these notes that the spirit and purpose of 
Jeremiah and of Paul may be in them; or, 
better still, the spirit of Christ himself, 
for that is the fullest measure, that God 
may be glorified. 


Fireflies Peculiar to America, 

The ancients were probably unac- 
quainted with the species of fireflies 
which are so familiar in this country, 
because the most remarkable of these 
are peculiar to America, The great 
lantern flies of southern Europe and 
Asia, which are sometimes called ‘‘tly- 
ing glowworms,” are allied to the boat 
flies and water scorpions. On the other 
hand, the fireflies of the tropics are 
beetles. The latter are of somber hue 
in the daytime, and it is only at night 
that they show their lights. —Washing- 
ton Star. 


London Society Not Exclusive,

A Method of Taking Oil Spots from Paper. 

Oil spots can be taken out of paper 
by using pipe clay. The clay should 
be powdered and moistened with 
water until it is of the consistency of 
thick cream, laid on the spot and left 
to dry for some hours; then lightly 
scraped off with a knife, and the 
place rubbed with a flannel. If the 
clay looks dark when taken off, the 
oil is not yet all removed, and more 
should be put on. The most delicate 
colors will not be injured by this 
method. 

If the spot on the paper is caused 
by the remoyal of the coloring mat- 
ter, it can be restored by washing 
over with the different tints needed, 
using water colors. If there is gilt 
in the design, use some of the liquid 
gold paints sold in small bottles. Do 
not apply the latter, however, until 
the colors are perfectly dry.—Good 
Housekeeping.

Building Regulations in Sweden, 

In Sweden houses must be built of | 
stone or brick. The stairs of every | 
house must be of stone or iron, laid | 
in stone walls at least one foot thick 
from cellar to attic. The cellar must} 
| be built of massive arches of stone 
laid in mortar or cement, and sup-| 
porting the ground floor. This floor | 
generally has beams of iron, with the | 
spaces between filed in with broken | 
| brick, gravel, clay and mortar, thus | 
making it practically fireproof. The | 
attic floor must be of fireproof ma-| 
sonry, not only filled in between the | 
beams, but the upper surface must 
be of brick or tiles laid in mortar or 
cement, and form one continuous, 
solid floor on top of the beams. 

Iron doors set in stone doorways 
must be used to close both attic and 
cellar, and these doors are kept shut 
and locked at night and whenever not 
in use. Where there are elevators the 
elevator shaft must be built of solid 
masonry, and all doors out of it must 
| be of iron. The roof must be covered 
with tiles, slate or sheets of metal. 
There must be fireproof walls of a 
foot or a foot and a half in thickness 
|} on each side of the house. The 
height of houses is restricted to sixty 
eight feet, or a trifle beyond the 
width of the street, whatever that 
might be. All flues must be wide 
and often cleaned, and the kitchen 
| flues must be swept once a month.— | 
New York Tribune.

FOR TEMPERANCE, 

Last Monday a large share of Muassa- 
chusetts towns held their annual meet- 
ings to elect officers, vote appropria- 
tions, and transact such other business 
as might properly come before them. 

The license issue was a burning one 
in nearly all of them and on both sides 
yeoman’s service had been done previ- 
ous to the vote being taken. ‘The 
result was a glorious victory for the 
cause of temperance. Out of 50 towns 
reported on ‘Tuesday morning 48 voted 
for prohibition the day before and only 
seven for license. In Worcester county 
the **No License” side made almost a 
clean sweep, and in all the country 
around Boston only a very few places 
went for license. Many of them voted 
“No” for the first time and many 
others changed their minds from license 
last year to anti-license this. 

The figures show that only about 10 
percent of all the towns of the State 
voted on the side of Rum last Monday, 
which we think was the best exhibit 
the temperance cause has.made in this 
State for several years, if indeed it 
ever did before under the present legal 
methods of dealing with the question. 


QUIETED DOWN. 


The opposition to Mayor Thompson's 
move to get our city charter amended 
in a certain feature, on which a spirited 
legislative hearing was held Just week, 
seems to lave subsided in a great 
mensure if uot totally. It is probable 
that when the question came to be 
looked at in a calm and dispassionate 
manner by those who opposed it it was 
found to be less objectionable than at 
first blush it appeared to be. Quite 
likely too it has been found out that 
there was ‘no politics in it” after all. 
One thing is very certain and that is, 
if the Mayor’s move for the amend- 
ment had been a political one—a 
measure in behalf of political friends 
—the Journat would not be ‘in it” 
for a minute; but such, we have every 
reason to believe, was not the case. 
Mayor Thompson has ‘‘no friends to 
reward or enemies to punish,” and we 
do not think he would go into this kind 
of politics ‘for the fun of the thing.” 

Insurance men say that something of 
the sort suggested by this step of the 
Mayor is desirable, and we believe 
weight should be given to their opinions.

us, there must be « change there before 
anything can be right.

28. “And ye shall dwellin the land that 
I gave to your fathers; and ye shall be my 
people and I will be your God.” There is 
no way of applying the first part of this 
verse to the church or to believers nowy; it 
is peculiarly and only for Israel in the 
future. The church has no special land, 
her inheritance is heavenly, the New Jeru- 
salem, from which she shall reign with 
Christ over the whole earth, The last part 
of the verse may be spiritually applied to 
the church, See II Cor, vi, 16-18, 

29. “Twill also save you from all your 
uncleannesses; and lay no famine upon 
you.” No good thing will He withhold 
from them that walk uprightly (Ps, Ixxxiv, 
11), and while Jesus, by His great work of 
atonement, saves from the wrath to come, 
He also saves by His present power aud by 
His word and Spirit in us, from daily sins 
(Math. i, 21; Rom, v, 10; Jude xxiv, R. V.). 

80. “And I will multiply the fruit of thi 
tree, that ye shall receive no more re- 
proach amoung the heathen,” Peculiarly 
for Israel, and yet when a believer is seen 
longing for and enjoying the things of this 
world that are not of God (1 Jolin ii, 15-17), 
then it is as if he said, ‘Jesus cannot sat 
isfy me; IT must have the world too,” and 
thus the manifest famine in such a soul is 
a reproach to God, 

31, “Then shall ye remember, and shall 
loathe yourselves in your own sight for 
your iniquities,” The Lord will pour upon 
them the spirit of grace and of supplica- 
tions, and there shall be true repentance 
when they see their long rejected King 
(Zech, xii, 10), The sight of the King in 
His glory always causes loathing of self 
(Isa, vi, 5; Job xiii, 5, 6; Dan. x, 8), Pride 
or self esteem isa proof that we have not 
seen Jesus. 

22, “Not for your sakes do I this, saith 
the Lord God, be it known unto you,” 
Israel was not in the first place chosen for 
any good that was in them, but all was 
done for them because of God's promises 
to Abram and to Dayid (Deut. ix, 5, 6, 24; 
I King xi, 82, 84; Mic, vii, 20). Jesus of 
Nazareth is son of David, son of Abram, 
the promised seed (Math, i, 1; Gal, fii, 16), 
and all who are in Him have all things 
made sure to them for His sake (Gal. iii, 29). 

33. “Thus saith the Lord God, I will also 
cause you to dwell in the cities and the 
wastes shall be builded,’’ Conipare Zech, 
viii, 7,8 Cleansing first and then restora 
tion—this is always the order, If you have 
lost fellowship with God through sin, the 
sin must be confessed and forgiven before 
the communion can be restored, 

#4. “And the desolate land shall be tilled, 
whereas it lay desolate In the sight of all 
that passed by.” Its desolateness was a 
reproach to God, and a constant advertise- 
ment of Israel’s sin. We, as bellevers, 
glorify God only when we bear much 
fruit (John xv, 8). Jf our lives are selfish 
and self indulgent we are then like Israel 
in her rebellion and sinfulness, (Hos, x, 1, 
2; xi, 7.) 

85. “And they shall say, This land that 
was desolate is become like the garden of 
Eden,” That will cause people to praise 
the God of Israel, and thos other nations 
will be drawn to God, even as the queen of 
Sheba was drawn to Jerusalem by the 
fame of Solomon, 

86. "Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I, the 
Lord, build the ruined places, I, the Lord, 
have spoken it, and J will do it.” Multi- 
tudes out of the vations shall perish in the 
judgments preceding Israel's national con- 
version, or in connection therewith, but 
some shall be left, and these shall go up to 
Jerusalem from yeur to year to worship 
the King, the Lord of Hosts (Zech, xiv, 16), 
The hand of the Lord shajl be so manifest 
that all shall see it, 

87, *"Phus saith the Lord God, I will yet 
for this be tnquired of by the house of 
Israel to do it for them."’ He will prepare 
their hearts to pray for the blessing He is 
about to give, Thisis Hisway. While He 
is ever ready to give every good thing, He 
will have us feel our need apd ask Him. 
When we are specially led therefore to pray 
for any thing or for any one, we may safely 
conclude that the spirit is leading us toask 
for that which He ts ready to give us, 

BB. As the tock of Jerusalem in her 
solemn feasts, so nlall the waste cities be 
filled with flocks of men, and they shall 
know that lain the Lord.” Or, according 
to Zech. i, 17, My ojtey through prosperity 


shall yet be spread abroad; And the Lord 
shall yet comfort Zion, and shall yet choose 
Jerusalem.” And Zech, ti, 4, “Jerusalem 
shall be inhabited as towns without walls 
for the multitude of men and cattle there- 
in.’ These days are already dawning, and 
the full accomplishment must be near, 
Oh, believer, make full surrender to and 
have perfect trust in the Lord, that 
He may make the most of you this 
little while, and make Himself known 
through you. One of the clearest evi- 
dences that Israel will soon be restored to 
her own land is that the restoration has 
already begun, and even now the popula- 
tion of Jerusalem has overflown the walls 
of the city, and numerous buildings are 
being erected on the very lines mentioned 
in Jer, xxxi, 8840. Jestis said that “Jeru- 
salem shall be trodden down of the Gen 
tiles until the times of the Gentiles be ful 
filled” (Luke xxi, 24). When a city is visi- 
bly being built up and about to become a 
railroad center, it cannot well be said to 
be trodden down any longer. We there- 
fore know without a doubt that the times 
of the Gentiles are about fulfilled, Israel's 
redemption is near (though the tribulation 
must first come), and the elect church 
must be well nigh completed. Let us be 
consumed with zeal to bring in the re 
maining few and hasten the kingdom, 


The Largest of Alligators, 

Probably the largest alligator ever 
seen in Louisiana was killed in a small 
lake on the plantation of H. J. Feltus, 
in Concordia parish, According to 
the statement of Mr. Feltus, now of 
Baton Rouge, thisspecimen measured 
twenty-two feet in length. The great 
reptile had long been famous for 
miles around, having destroyed 
numbers of hogs and hounds owned 
in the neighborhood of his retreat. 
He had become so wary, from the 
number of ineffectual shots fired at 
him, as to be almost unapproachable.

Epiror or Wonurn Journat :—In 
your last issue you remarked in your 
notice of the temperance meeting at the 
Methodist church, which was held lust 
Sunday evening, that ‘The design of 
the meeting is to strengthen the hands 
of Mayor Thompson and the Aldermen 
in their determination to treat the ques- 
tion of licenses in this city this year from 
a high moral and religious standpoint.’

Did nearly 
all the present licensees assist to elect 
their Aldermanic friends aud contribute 
money and votes enough to secure a 
change of administration without the 
best assurances that they should retain 
the privileges they no possess? ‘These 
things are patent to anyone who takes 
pains to consider or observe facts. 
Why then should Mayor Thompson's 
difficult position be renderad more irk- 
some by his friends? 

Apparently the present licensees not 
only expect their licenses to be renewed 
but there are signs that they expect also 
lower license fees, ‘The publication 
in Boston papers lately of their lamen- 
tations of dull business, losses, ete., is 
clearly a move in this direction. Let 
us hope that the rate will be maintained 
even though it is settled that licenses 
are to be granted,

I have been making some investiga- | 


tion on this subject and from what I 
can learn I reach « different conclusion. 
As I understand it in this city it is re- | 

uired that the aunyal finance bill em- 
bodying the appropriations for the sey- 
eral Departments and fixing the sum to 
he raised by taxation shall be passed in 
the month of February. 

This has been done this year and the 
bill was published in some of the local 
papers. ‘The Mayor, as Chairman of 
Committe on Finance, practically 
makes up this bill: it is known as the 
**Mayor’s Budget.” I have read this 
bill over and it seems to me it throws 
much light on this license question. 

It appears from the bill that there is 
now in the Miscellaneous Department 
a sum in the neighborhood of $1,000. 

Jt also appears that in order ta pro- 
vide the necessary amount for the 
Police Department about $6,000 is 
trausferred from the Miscellaneous De- 
partinent; that to provide for the De- 
partments of Outside Relief aud Alms- 
house about $7,000 is so transferred 
from the Miscellaneous Department to 
these two ubove named Departments. 
Thus $13,000 approximately is trans- 
ferred from a Department where there 
is now only about $1,000. ‘his looks 
funny at first glance but it is explain- 
able. ‘The only source from which 
funds can come into the Miscellaneous | 
Departnent during the year in suffi- | 
clent amount to proyide for the drafts 
is from liquor livenses. If there should 
be no receipts from this source there 
would be absolutely no provision for 
the Departments whose support is fixed 
to come from the transfers, The Mayor 
has clearly shown that he expects a 
revenue of $13,000 or more to swell 
the funds in the Miscellaneous Depart- 
ment. He has anticipated license 
money to this amount and thus re- 
duced the amount to be raised by tuxu- 
tion and correspondingly helped to keep 
the tux rate down,

It has been the custom to devote the last 
Sunday in each quarter to a review of the 
quarter’s lessons, but the plan for 1892 is 
to have the review one Sunday earlier, and 
devote the last Sunday to a missionary or 
temperance lesson, The eleven lessons 
concern God’s people (Israel) and their 
glorious future, While Israel’s history is, 
in a measure, typical of the history of the 
chureh, and was written for our profit 
(Rom, xv, 4; I Cor. x, 1, 2), yet we must be 
careful to remember that in all the Bible 
Israel means only Israel, the whole or a 
portion of the twelve tribes, and never the 
church. So Judah, Jerusalem, Zion always 
mean just what the words indicate, and 
must not be spiritualized, else the Bible 
will be meaningless and unintelligible.

THE TREELESS PRAIRIES, 


The Annual Burning of the Grass Is Sald 
to Be the Reason for Few Trees, 

The fact that the prairies of the} 
Mississippi valley (excluding the more 
western plains) are mainly treeless, 
in spite of an unusually fertile soil, a| 
favorable geographical position and a 
suitable climate, has attracted much 
attention in America, where many 
theories have been advanced to ac- 
count for it. Professor Leo Lesque- | 
reux has argued that the soil of the} 
prairies, being lacustrine sediment, 
is unable, by reason of its acidity, to 
support trees, 

Professor J, D. Whitney has urged 
that the extremely fine texture of the} 
soil is unsuited to the growth of trees, 
while Professor Winchell has argued | 
that the germs of all arborescent vege: | 
tation were destroyed at the time of 
the last great glacial epoch. Other 
theories adduced the cold of winter 
or the heat of summer, or insufficient 
rainfall, as the reason for the ab 
sence of trees, but none of these 
theories seems to me adequate. 

I believe the main cause is the 
prevalence of the vast prairie fires, 
which for generations past have 
swept over the prairies almost annu 


ally, killing the trees and preventing | 
the growth of others. The Indians | 
| 


originally started these fires in order 
to reduce the labor of hunting the} 


buffalo, by limiting the feeding 
grounds; but now the fires are usual | 


ly started by settlers or travelers. | 
They take place in the autumn, as} 


soon as the frosts have killed the 
grass, or in the spring, after the 


snow has gone. 
In spite of the most stringent laws 
against firing the prairies, the greater 


part of their area gets burned oyer| 
annually; for on the level prairies, 


When the grass is dead and dry and| 
a high wind is blowing, a single prai 
rie fire may (and often does) run for 
hundreds of miles. Professor Hind} 
mentions one which in 1857 extended 
1,000 miles in length and several hun 
dred in width. Every settler on the 
prairies has to put a “fire guard’ 
around his premises, by turning afew 
sods with a plow, as a protection 
against the fires 

In dry districts, where the grass is 
short, this simple precaution is suffi 
cient; but in most regions, where the 
grass grows long, a wide river will 
not stay a fire, and many travelers 
have given stirring narratives of 
their adventures on such occasions. | 
The only escape in such cases is to} 
suurt another fire in advance, and t« 
taked refuge on the ground thus! 
burned. ‘The spectacle presented by | 
such extensive fires, especially at} 
night, is appallingly grand. | 

To the annual burnings of the grass 
I attribute the excessively fine, black, 
sootlike texture of the prairie soi! 
and its extraordinary fertility. I ex 
hibit a specimen of soil I obtained on 
the prairie in Manitoba several years 
ago. In that district at least the| 
fires are accepted as the cause of the 
remarkable nature of the soil, —Miller |

IT want the JourNnaL to emphasize 
the sentiments Mr. B. Frank Kim- 
ball at the meeting held to discuss plaus 
for anu increase of business in this part 
of the city, He struck the right chord. 
His words had a ‘busivess” ring to 
them that sounded like the genuine 
metal, Ihave not heard so much good 
practical sense expressed by anybody in 
a public speech since I came to Woburn. 
The Board of ‘Trade orators haven't 
hit the nail on the head as Mr. Kimball 
did. I tell you, Mr, Editor, that nine- 
tenths of the manufacturing concerns 
that want Woburn to fire them to 
locate here are not worth having. And 
I'll tell you another thing, you may 
talk and talk and talk until the cows 
come and unless you can show that 
Woburn has facilities for business 
which other places have not you can’t 
get manufacturers to come here po how 
you can fix it. [like what Mr. Kim- 
ball said so well that I ask you to re- 
publish the Jourat’s excellent report 
ot his speech. Here it is: 

“Mr. B. F. Kimball was the next 
speaker, suggesting that the matter of 
trying to secure industries had been 
overdone, as every country town had 
mude a bid for a shoe factory, and the 
result is that many of these are now 


idle. He thought the organization 
should go slow in that direction. 


Another thing, most of the people look- 
ing to settle in a place want financial 
aid or some help, in many cases shops 
have been built and leased for a term 
of five or ten years, and were exempted 
from taxation, but this could not be 
done. 

“He thought a shop could not be 
given free of rent. ‘Those looking for 
locations who have capital are scarce. 
The Woburn Board of Trade has had 
bad luck in two or three cases, one a 
total failure, und two about the same. 
His proposition was to organize, and 
try to make North Woburn the residen- 
tial part of the city. 

‘*Many would come to the place if 
there were good houses which could be 
hired or bought. Houses costing from 
three to four thousand dollars are whut 
is wanted. S 

‘To get these people would be a last- 


ing benefit to North Wobuyn. As the 
city grows the tendency will be towards 
North Woburn, and it was the best 


part of the city.’—X,

Washington Relic,” will no doubt prove | 
of interest to Winchester and Woburn 
people—Ep.

An interesting relie connected with 
the life of Washington was presented 
to M. A. de Young yesterday by «| 
gentleman in whose family it had been 
sacredly kept for many years. It is 
the old bronze knocker that did duty 


ou the front door of the famous Black 
Horse ‘Tavern in Muassachusetts, the 
vigorous use of which secured to} 


Washington admittance to the house. 
History is unanimous in the statement | 
that Washington stopped in this historic | 
inn at least two nights in 1776. 

The knocker is of bronze, quite 
substantial yet artistic in design, It is 
oval in shape, the main piece being 


surrounded with a fluted border, the 
centre being in relief and highly 
burnished. The knocker itself is| 


attached to this plate by a strong hinge, 
which is covered by a shell-shaped 
ornament, a similar device adorning 
the lower end of the oval. ‘he rim is 
aleo fluted, and the whole forms a neat 
and effective door decoration, 

Among the Revolutionary landmarks 
still standing in Massachusetts are the 
two old taverns, the Betsy Baker in 
Old Medford, and the Old Black Horse 
on Black Horse hill. The latter is 
situated on the old stage road between 
Lowell and Boston, at a point formerly | 
known as Old South Woburn, but since} 
changed to Winchester. 

Around that tavern memories of 
very old days cluster. It was built 
about the year 1764, and was one of 
the leading taverns of colonial and) 
revolutionary times. 

For over seventy-five yeurs it re- 
mained unchanged in avy particular, 
but thereafter the owners transformed 
it, and the great square rooms were 
multiplied and the whole place given a 
modernized aspect. In the early days 
of the Revolution it was the meeting 
place of the Revolutionary fathers, and 
the main ball, which covered the eutire 
front of the building, some 36 feet in 
length by 15 to 18 feet in width, was 
the scene of many conferences. 

Many relics of the old tavern have 
been kept, but among the most cherished 
is the old brass kuocker which was 
fastened upon the front door and under 
the swinging sign which hung over the 
entrance door, whereon was painted a 
black horse. It is well authenticated 
that in 1776 Washington and his 
friends met at the Black Horse ‘Tavern, 
and the story has been handed down 


from generation to generation that 
Washington himself used the old 


knocker to announce his presence. 

In 1865 the old tavern, much reno- 
vated und remodeled, came into the 
possession of Joseph EF. Stone, and 
among the relics was the old brass 
into the possession of his son. The 
tavern is a well-known landmark and 
is kuown to this day as the Old Black 
Horse ‘Tavern. William S. Card, who 
now resides in Santa Cruz, in early 
days and long before railways were 
known drove the stage from Lowell to 
Boston over the turnpike road, and 


oft-times halted at this tavern. He 
remembers well the old sigu. The 


knocker has passed from hand to hand 
until at yesterday’s anniversary of 
Washington's birthday it came into the 
possession of Mr. de Young. 

This old inn is located eight miles 
north of Bostou, in a beautiful rolling 
country. ‘The roofing and cellar beams 
remain untouched and solid as the day 
they were put in, more than 125 years 
ago. In the front of the tavern there 
is an old elm tree, known to be over 
70 years old. ‘The fences are hedges 
aud stone walls covered with lichens, 
and beds of locust trees and lilacs give 
the place a romantic and embowered 
appearance.

[QUARTERLY MISSIONARY LESSON. ] 

1. “Comfort ye, comfort ye, my people 
miith your God.” This chapter begins th 
recond section of this great prophecy, 
which is so frequently quoted from by 
the New ‘Testament writers as words of 
Isaiah the prophet that every believer 
should be perfectly satisfied that the same 
Isaiah wrote, by the Spirit, the whole book, 
See Math. viii, 17; xii, 17; Luke iv, 18, 19, 

2. “Speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, 
and ery unto her that her warfare (appoint- 
ed time margin) is accomplished, that her 
iniquity is pardoned,” Thisis Jerusalem, 
the throne of Jehovah, the principal city 
in the Holy Land, representing God’s peo- 
ple in the days of Isaiah, Judah and Is- 
rael; and these words are for their hearts, 
with special reference to days yet future 
when their appointed time of deliverance 
shall come, and the iniquity of the land 
shall be removed in one day. (Zech, tii, 9.) 
Gabriel spoke of this to Daniel in the reve- 
lation of his seventy weeks which should 
end in the bringing in of everlasting 
righteousness, aud making an end of in- 
iquity, transgression and sin, For the 
seventieth week or period we still wait. 
(Dan, ix, 24-27.) 

3%. “The voice of him that crieth in the 
wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make straight in the desert a highway for 
our God.” From Math, iii, 8; Luke iii, 4, 
5; John i, 28, we have no difficulty in locat 
ing the application of this verse, or, at 
least, its nearer application, for many 
prophecies have a double horizon, a nearer 
and # more remote, 

4. “Ievery valley shall be exalted, and 
every mountain and hill shall be made 
low.” All hindrances shall be removed 
or overcome in that day, aud all things re- 
stored to Israel that the prophets have 
foretold; but in Acts iii, 21, we read that 
this shall be when Christ shall come a sec- 
ond time, When John the Baptist came 
in the spirit and power of Elijah he was re- 
jected by the rulers, and so also was the 
Christ (Luke i, 17; Math, xi, 18, 10; xvii, 
12), and He plainly told Israel that they 
knew not the time of their visitation, and 
that they would not see Him again until 
they would be ready to welcome Him 
(Luke xix, 41-44; Math. xxiii, 89), 

5. “And the glory of the Lord shall be 
revealed, and all flesh shall see it together, 
for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it,”’ 
When Jesus came the first time it was in 
humiliation, not in glory (Phil. ti, 5-8), and 
His glory was seldom seen, and by buta 
very few, us ou the Mount of ‘Transfigura 
tion, and at the marriage in Cana (John i, 
14; ii, 11; IL Pet. i, 16,17). But when He 
shall come in glory, bringing His saints 
with Him, every eye shall see Him, and 
they also which pierced Him (Math, xxv, 
81; Col. iii, 4; Rev. i, 7). Our lesson does 
not therefore describe the blessings of the 
Gospel as now preached to gather out the 
church from all nations (Acts xv, 14), but 
the blessings that will be when after 
Christ's second coming Israel shall be the 
missionaries to the whole world, 

6. “The voice said, Cry. And he satd, 
What shall lery’ All flesh is grass, and 
all the goodliness thereof is as the flower 
of the field.” We see the meaning of this 
verse by comparing Psalms cili, 15; James 
{, 10, 11, Verse 17 of this chapter also helps 
toexplain it. Man can do nothing toward 
his own redemption, Salvation is of the 
Lord (Jonah ii, 9) from beginning to end, 

7. The grass withereth, the flower fad- 
eth, because the spirit of the Lord bloweth 
upon it; surely the people is grass.” To 
Jean upon Eyyptor Asyria, to put confi- 
dence in man wud worship idols, the works 
of men's hunds, was Israel’s sin. To de 
sire a king like other nations, when God 
wished them to beseparate from all na 
tions and let Him be their king, was a 
great sin against God, 

8 "The yrass withereth, the flower 
fadeth, but the word of our God shall 
stand forever.” Man and his glory shall 
fade away; his lofty looks and his haughti 
ness shall be bowed down, aud the Lord 
alone shall be exalted in that day (Isa, i, 
11,17), The world passeth away, and the 
Just thereof; but he that doeth the will of 
God abideth forever (1 Jolin i, 17).

But the fact is really the 
reverse, for if read appreciatively 
*Marlbrouck” expresses the wide 
spread terror occasioned by the mere 
name of Blenheim’s hero, and the ex 
ultation of the French when they 
heard of his death. The *‘com 
plainte” is supposed to have come 
from the Walloon country, and it 
was unknown in the French capital 
until fifty years after Marlborough’s 
death, when a Picardy peasant wom 
an, coming up to Versailles to nurse 
the baby dauphin, brought it with 
her and sang her little baby charge 
to sleep with the old jingling rhyme.
